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PREFACE. 



This collection of the Sudan Ordinances and Selected Procla- 
mations Notices Rules and Orders, is a reprint from the Sudan 
Gazettes, with slight clerical amendments, of the Ordinances, of 
the Sudan Government from the first constitution of the Govern- 
ment down to the end of the year 1905 together with some of the 
more important Proclamations Notices Rules and Orders published 
in the Sudan Gazette for the same period. 

The Ordinances are arranged in chronological order and 
immediately following each Ordinance are the Proclamations 
Notices Rules and Orders which relate to it. 

Where an Ordinance has been amended reference is made to 
the amending Ordinance which will be found in its proper place. 

The title only of repealed Ordinances is given with notes 
stating in what Gazettes they were published and how they 
were repealed. ;. ; ; 

This reprint is published pursuant to the Reviwon Ordinance 
1906 and may be used as the authorised Euglish version of the 
Ordinances contained therein. 

The Ordinances are printed as amended by the Revision 
Ordinance 1906 and the Revision Ordinance (No. 2) 1906 and the 
opportunity has also been taken to correct several clerical errors 
which were found in the Gazettes. 

The Sudan Penal Code, the Code of Criminal Procedure 
and the Civil Justice Ordinance 1900 which were pi inted separately 
are not included in this volume. 

This reprint has been edited in the Legal Secretary's OflSce.

LANDS ORDINANCE 1899. 

Promulgated in the Sudan Gazette, No. S, of 27 May, 1899. Re-promnlgated 
with alterations in Sudan Gazette, No. 4, of 9 Septemher, 1899. Planted as re- 
pronvdgated. 

Amended hy the Khartoum, Berber and Dongola Town Lands Ordinance, 1901 
(Slid. Gaz. , No, 19, of 1 January, 1901) 1901 No. 1, and hy the Kassala and 
Kordofan Town iMnds Ordinance, 1904 (Sud.

An Ordinance for settling questions as to lands situate 
within the towns of Khartoum, Berber and Dongola, 
and for providing for the laying out and rebuilding 
of the said towns. 

WHEREAS, during the recent rebellion, the towns of Khartoum, 
Berber and Dongola have been reduced to ruins, and the lands 
and buildings therein contained have bet^n abandoned, and the 
names of the former proprietors are in many cases unknown, as 
also whether they are alive or dead, and who are the representa- 
tives of such as are dead ; 

And whereas it is expedient that the said towns should be laid 
out anew and rebuilt, in such manner as to make proper provision 
for the health and convenience of the inhabitants; 

And whereas a Commission has already been appointed to receive 
and consider all claims in respect of lands situate within the town 
of Khartoum. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : 

1. The towns of Khartoum, Berber and Dongola respectively, Limits of 
shall, for the purposes of this Ordinance, inelude the whole of the ^^^ *^^^*®* 
respective areas enclosed within the lines of the old fortifications 

and the river. 

2. The Commission already appointed for Khart<nun shall be Constitution 
reconstituted so as to consist of three commisftioned officers of the 
Egyptian Army (whether engaged in military or civil work) and 

two Notables of the locality ; and as so reconstituted is continued 
as a Commission, with the title of the Khartoum Town Lands 
Commission, for the purposes of this Ordinance.

8. Commissions similarly constituted, with the respective titles 
of the Berber Town Lands Commission and the Dongola Town 
Lands Commission, shall be appointed for Berber and Dongola, 
respectively. 

4. Every person claiming to be entitled to the ownership of 
lands or of any share in lands, in any of the towns of Khartoima, 
Berber, or Dongola, shall present his claim to the Commission for 
that town not later than the 31st day of December, 1899, under 
penalty of forfeiture. A claim may be presented to a Commission 
either by writing addressed to the President of the Commission and 
deposited at, or sent by registered letter to the Mudiria or other 
prescribed place, or personally or by a duly accredited agent, at 
any public sitting of the Commission. Claims already presented to 
the Khartoum Commission need not be re -presented. 

5. Every claim shall describe the land in respect of which it is 
made, sufficiently for its identification, and shall state its area, and 
whether it is, or was, building land, or garden land, or under 
cultivation, and whether the entirety of the land is claimed, or an 
imdivided share only, and shall indicate the nature of the title 
under which the claim is made. 

6. Each Commission shall keep a list of claims presented to it 
and the absence of any claim from the list shall be prima facie 
evidence that the claim has not been presented. 

7. Each Commission shall adjudicate upon the claims presented 
to it, after giving such reasonable notice as shall be possible to 
the claimants, and after hearing them, or their duly accredited 
agents, if they present themselves. The Commission shall then 
enter opposite to each claim, upon the list of claims, a statement 
as to whether it is admitted wholly, or to any and what extent, or 
whether it is rejected. The decision of the Commission upon any 
claim shall be final, unless the Governor General shall, upon the 
petition of the claimant to be presented within 30 days after 
adjudication, order that the case be reheard. 

8. All land which is now garden land or under cultivation, and 
(^verv share therein, a claim to whic^h is admitted, may be purchased 
by the Government by payment of the fair price, which shall be 
fixed by the Connnission. In fixing the price the Commission 
shall make no allowance for the purposes for which the Government

intends to employ the land, nor for anything already done thereon 
by the Government. 

9. In place of every piece of laud other than garden land or Allotment of 
land under cultivatiou, to which a claim shall be admitted, there tbiu warden land 
shall be allotted to the claimant a piece of land in the town, of or land under 
equal or greater area, and, upon such allotment being made, the 
title of the claimant to the original piece of the land, and all his 
interest therein, shall absolutely determine. In fixing the land to 

be allotted to the claimant, regard shall be had, so far as possible, 
to the purpose for which he intends to use the land, which purpose 
he shall be bound to state to the Commission. 

10. Every allotment shall impose upon the allottee the obligation Allottee to

KHARTOUM TOWN LANDS ORDINANCE. 
Proclamation, 

WHP^REAS Ly the Khartoum, Berber and Dongola Town 
Lands Ordinan»3e 1899, after reciting that the said towns had 
been reduced to ruins and that it was expedient that they 
should be laid out anew and rebuilt in such manner as to make 
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proper provision for the health and convenience of the inhabitants 
and after constituting Commissions for adjudicating uptm all 
claims to the ownership of lands or of any share of land in the 
said towns and after providing that in place of every piece of land 
other than garden land or land under cultivation to which a claim 
should be admitted there should bo allotted to the claimant a 
piece of land in the town of equal or greater area, it was enacted 
as follows : — 

Section 10, — Every allotment shall impose upon the allottee 
the obligation to erect upon the land allotted within two years 
from the earliest date at which such allotments shall be made or 
one year from the date of the particular allotment whichever 
period shall be the longer, a building according to the Tanzim 
Regulations hereafter to be issued. And by Section 15 of the 
same Ordinance it was enacted amongst other matters that all 
lands allotted but not built on in accordance with the provisions of 
and within the time specified by Section 10 should become and be 
the absolute property of the Government. And whereas by the 
Khartoum, Berber and Dongola Town Lands Ordinance 1901, the 1901 No. 1. 
time within which under Section 10 of the recited Ordinance of 
181)9, an allottee of land was under obligation to erect a building 
on the land allotted to him w^as extended as follows: — 

If the allotment was made or notice that the Commission was 
ready to fix the allotment was given on or before the 31st December, 

1900, the time was extended to the 31st December, 1902, if notice 
that the Commission was ready to fix the allotment was given for 
the first time after the 31st December, 1900, the time was extended 
to two years from the date of such notice. 

And whereas there are a considerable number of allotments in 
the town of Khartoum which have not yet been built on in 
accordance with Section 10 of the recited Ordinance of 1899, and 
the extended time within which the same are required to be built 
on will in most cases expire on 31st day of December next. 

Now it is hereby declared as follows : — 

1. By virtue of Section 15 of the recited Ordinance of 1899, all Lands allotted

applications for the purchase of any forfeited land subject to the 
condition that the purchaser will at once commence and within 
nine months of the date of the sale complete a building upon the 
said land in accordance with the Tanzim Regulations. Any laud 
in respect of which such an application is received will be put up 
for sale by auction or tender subject to a reserve price.

By an original allottee is meant a person who received his 

allotment in lieu of land which belonged to him previously to the 

publication of the Khartoum, Berber and Dongola Town Lands 
iSDoyo.i.

allotment in lieu of claims purchased after that date. 

{a) In the event of the Government selling an allotment the 
amount of the purchase money less 5 per cent thereof to 
c(-)ver the costs of the sale will be returned to the late owner. 

{h) If the late owner of an allotment which has not yet been 
sold nor is about to be put up for sale notifies to the Controller 
his desire to build upon the said allotment and produces 
guarantees to the satisfaction of the Controller that he will 
at once begin the building and complete the same within nine 
months in accordance with the Tanzim Regulations he will 
be permitted without payment to re-enter upon the said 
allotment and erect the said building and in the event of the 
said building being completed within the time and in the 
manner aforesaid thf^ Governor General will re-grant the 
said allotment to him.

{a) In the event of the Government selling an allotment within 
two years of its having become liable to forfeiture the 
following proportion of the sale money will be returned to 
the late owners namely 90 per cent if the sale takes place the 
first year, 80 per cent if the sale takes place in the second 
year. 

{b) If within the said period of two years the late owner of an 
allotment w^hich has not yet been sold nor is about to be put 
up for sale notifies to the Controller his desire to build upon 
the said land and produces guarantees to the satisfaction of 
the Controller that he will at once begin building and complete 
the same within nine months in accordance w^ith the Tanzim 
Regulations he will be permitted upon payment of a fine to 
be fixed by the (-ontroller equivalent to 10 per cent of the 
value of the hind if such building is begun the first year and 
to 20 per cent of the value of the land if such building is 
begun in the second year to enter upon the allotment and 
erect the. said building and in the event of the said building 
being completed within the time and in the manner aforesaid, 
the Governor General will re-grant the said allotment to 
him.

KHARTOUM TOWN LANDS ORDINANCE. 

Proclamation. 

WITH reference to the Proclamation of December 1902 under 
the Khartoum Town Lands Ordinance published in Sudan 
Gazette No. 42 page 70, it is hereby proclaimed as follows : — 

In case of the sales of lands held at the time of forfeiture by 
owners who have accjuired the same by purcluxse, the period 
within which 90 per cent of the sale money will be retm-ned to 
the late owner, and \\'ithin Avhich he is permitted to re-enter upon 
the land for the purpose of building subject to a fine equivalent 
to 10 per cent of the value of the land, as provided in Section 4 
Subsection 2 of the said Proclamation, is extended imtil further 
order, and will not be withdrawn except after at least one year's 
notice. 
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Upon the sale of forfeited land the Governor with the approval 
of the Director of Lands, will fix as reserve price a sum not less 
than the average market price of similar land, unless the late owner 
requests that the laud shall be sold without res*drve. 

The time within which buildings on forfeited laud must be 
completed is extended from nine months to one year from the date 
of sale or from tlie date of the late owner notifying his desire to 
re-enter and build, as the case may be. 



PromuLgated in the Sudan Gazette No. 81 of September 1st 1905, 
KHARTOUM TOWN LANDS ORDINANCE. 

WHERE A.S it has been reported to the Government that the 
Proclamation contained in Sudan Gazette No. 04 page 226 of Proclamation C 
July 1st 1904 has been commonly interpreted to mean that until -^i^^*- 
further order, which will not take effect for one year after notice 
thereof, owners who have acquired by purchase forfeited lands 
are discharged from any obligation to build on the said land by- 
paying ten per cent of the value thereof at the expiration of 
every 3'ear. 

Notice is hereby given that such an interpretation is a mistaken 
ojie and that under Clause 4 Sub-Section 2 {b) of the Proclamation Pi'oclamation A 
of December 1902 as modified by the said Proclamation of July 1st Proclamation C 
1904 the right to a re-grant from the Governor General is lost on ^^W^^ 
the first failure to carry out the building within the period of one 
year according to the guarautee and that the guarantors on this 
default are liable to be called upon to pay the amount of their 
guarantee. 

To avoid m11 questions notice is also given that all land which has 
been bought from Government and conveyed to the purchaser 
under the usual fonn of Land Certificate is boimd strictly by the 
conditions in such certificate.

An Ordinance for settling disputes as to land and for the 
registration of titles. 

WHEREAS by Khedivial Decree of the Ut day of Aprils 1897^ 
provision has been made for the settlement of disputes as to the ownership 
of land in the Province of Dongola^ and it is expedient to make similar 
provision for oilier parts of the Sudan : 

And whereas the preparation of registers of title in connection 
therewith provides a basis for improvement in the system of land 
registration. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED ES foUowS : — 

DISPUTED TITLES TO LAND. 

1. A Commission, consisting, of three Commissioned Officers in the 
Egyptian Army {whether engaged in militai*y or civil work) and two 
notables of the Province, shall be appointed in each of the Provinces of 
Khartoum and Berber, and in such other provinces, districts, and towns, 
as the Governor General may, from time to time, determine by notice 
published in the ^^ Sudan Gazette^^ to receive and adjudicate upon claims 
to land.

Claims to land 2. Every person claiming to be entitled to land of which he

possession, or of the receipt of rents or profits, owing to force 
majeure : 
II. Continuous possession, or receipt of rents or profits, during 
the five years immediately preceding the date of claim, shall 
create an absolute title as against all persons : 
III. Every person claiming land of which he is not in possession 
and of the rents and profits of which he is not in receipt, 
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shall be required to prove that he was formerly in posses- 
sion, or in actual receipt of the rents or profits, with a good 
title, and that such possession, or receipt .of rents or profits, 
was, during the recent rebelIion,terrainated hy force majeure : 
IV. In default of any clainaant with a superior title, continuous 
possession since the re-establishment of the civil authority 
shall create a prima facie title : 

V. Possession or receipt of rents or profits, by any person 
through whom a claimant derives his title, shall be deemed 
to have been the possession, or receipt of rents or profits, of 
the claimant : 

VI. Where, from the relationship of the parties or from other 
special caiise, it appears that the possessor of land is, or was, 
in possession on behalf of another, his possession shall be 
deemed to be, or to have been, the possession of that other. 

7. Where it appears to the Commission in the course of its 
enquiry, that a claim might be established by a minor, or by an 
unborn person if born, a person shall be appointed to represent 
the minor or unborn person, and the minor, or unborn person shall 
be deemed to have made a claim within the time allowed by law, 

8. If the Commission be satisfied that any person who has not 
presented a claim is entitled to any land, or to a mortgage or 
charge upon any land or the produce thereof, the Commission may, 
but shall Dot be bound to, proceed as if he had made a claim within 
the time allowed by law. 

9. Where a claimant proves that he was formerly in possession 
of land with a good title but was dispossessed thereof by force 
majeure during the rebellion, and some other person is now 
entitled to the land under the foregoing rules, the Commission 
shall report the case to the Governor General who shall, so far as 
possible, make to such claimants grants of land of equal area and 
in as favourable situation. Such grants may be made subject 
to any conditions as to occupation and cultivation, and the 
decision of the Governor General on all questions which arise 
shall be final. 

10. No right to any interest in land w^hich might have been made 
the subject of a claim under this Ordinance, shall be enforceable 
otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance.

11. ^Vhenever a land register shall have been established for Effect of 
any province, district, or town, no evidence shall be receivable ''^gistration 
in any Civil Court (otherAvise than in an action, or other proceed- 
ing, for the rectification of the register) :

is hereby given that until such time its it may be found possible to 
establish a Laad Register as contemplated by Sec. 11 of the Title 
1809 No. s. of Lands Ordinance 1899, all contracts for the purchase of lands 

should be submitted to the Mudir for approval and that power will 
be given to Land Commissions which may be appointed under the 
provisions of the said Ordinance to revise the terms of any sales 
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wiich may be proved to have taken place under the circumstances 
aforesaid and of which notice shall not have been given to the 
Mudir. 



Promfdgated in the Sudan Gazette No, 78 of 1 Jtdy 1905. 
PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS it is desired to take further measui-es to prevent the 
disposal of lands by natives of the Sudan before their rights to the 
same have been settled, and also to prevent them from being in- 
duced to dispose of the same at inadequate prices. 

It is hereby proclaimed and ordered as follows : — 

1. No native of the Sudan may sell mortgage charge or other^vise 
dispose of nor agree to sell mortgage charge or dispose of any land 
or any right or interest in or over the same unless with the written 
consent of the Governor of the Province within which such land is 
situated — provided, however, that such consent shall not be requir- 
ed to a devise by will or lease for a period not exceeding three 
years. 

2. Every sale mortgage charge or other disposition by a native 
of the Sudan of any land or any right or interest in or over the 
same and every agreement for the sale mortgage charge or other 
disposition of the same (except a devise by will or lease for a period 
not exceeding three years) to which the consent in writing of the 
Governor has not been expressed, shall be null and void. 

3. Money paid after the publication of this Proclamation to any 
native of the Sudan in consideration of any sale mortgage charge 
or other disposition as aforesaid or of any agreement for the same 
(except a lease for a period not exceeding three years) to which 
the consent in writing of the Governor has not been expressed, 
shall not be recoverable nor suable for.

An Ordinance for regulating the Land Tax and Date Tax. 

IT IS HEREBY EXACTED aS follows : — 

1. Land tax on lands other than land dependeut on the raiDfall 
(Dahari) shall be levied in such provinces and districts as the 
Governor General shall, from time to time, order by notice in the 
"Sudan Gazette" at the rates following, that is to say : — 

(a) Islo.nd land irrigable by means of aakias or shadoofs : 

Ist class lands 60 P.T.perfeddaii. 
2nd class lands 50 P.T.perfeddan, 

(b) Land on the mainland irrigable by means of sakias or shadoof s: 

1st class lands Jfi P. 7. per feddan. 
2nd class lands 30 P.T. per feddan. 

(c) Foreshore land irrigable by flood : 

(Selooka) 20 P.T. per feddan. 

(d) Land irrigable from tcells :

THE LICENCE (lIQUOR) ORDINANCE 1899. 
Promulgated in Sud. Gaz. No. S of ^'7 May 1899. 

An Ordinance for regulating and licensing the sale of 
Alcoholic Liquors. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED aS follows : — 

1. No person or company shall import into the Sudan, trade 
in, or sell, any wines, spirits, or other alcoholic liquors, except in 
virtue of a licence to be issued by the Mudir, after inquiry as to 
the character of the applicant, under penalty of a fine not exceeding 
L.E. 100 and confiscation of all wines spirits or other alcoholic 
liquors in the possession or ownership, or upon the premises of 
the offender. The licence shall specify the premises upon which 
the business is to be carried on. 

2. The fee for a licence shall be L.E. 50, payable by equal 
half-yearly instalment's on the 1st day of .January and the 1st day 
of July in each year. Whenever a licence is taken out otherwise 
than at the beginning of a year, the instalment for the current 
half year shall be paid at the time of obtaining the licence. 

8. Every licence shall expire on the Slst day of December in 
each year, but no penalt}' shall be incun-ed if the licence is renew- 
ed on or before the 14th day of January then next ensuing. 

4. The holders of licences shall conform to regulations to be 
issued as to the conduct of their business, under penalty of revo- 
cation of the licence, and of any other penalties which may be 
specified in the regulations. But no revocation of a licence shall 
be effective unless passed or confirmed by the Mudir. 

5. Any person or company desiring to carry on at more places 
than one, (and in conjunction with the sale of other goods), the 
sale of wines, spirits, or other alcoholic liquors, in bottles or cases 
only, may be granted a licence for such sale by the Governor Ge- 
neral. The fee for such licence shall not be less than* L.E. 50 a 
year. The holder of such licence may be subjected to special 
restrictions as to the manner of conducting his business, and may 
be prohibited from selling to any specified persons or classes of 
persons. 
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6. If any premises licensed under this Ordinance are transferred Transfer of

9. Penalties under this Ordinance may be recovered, summarily How penalties 
or otherwise, before a Magistrate of the first or second class. recoverable. 

10. This Ordinance shall not apply to the sale of merissa or Saving, 
native palm wine. 

11. This Ordinance shall come into force on the day of its Commencement 
publication : but every perscm or company at the time carrying ^ ^ mance. 
on a business which, under this ordinance, requires a licence 

shall be allowed the period of 14 days within which to apply for 
a licence. 

The importation of alcoholic liquors by any person or body 
of persons for his or their personal consumption and not for sale 
in accordance with the terms of a permit granted by the Governor 
General shall not be deemed to be a contravention of this 
Ordinance.

REGULATIONS AS TO LIQUOR LICENCES. 

Licences for the sale of alcoholic Hquors will only be granted 
under the conditions following : — 
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1. If the Mudir is satisfied that there is a need for the gi^ant of 
a licence. 

2. If the Mudir is satisfied of the good character of the 
applicant. 

8. If the' Mudir is satisfied that the premises on Avhich the 
business is to be carried on arc suitable for the purpose. 

4. The number of Licences in any place may not be increased 
except with the previous sanction of the Governor General. 

5. A licence holder must furnish to the administrator or Mudir 
of the District or Mudiria through which any consignment of 
liquor for him enters the Sudan a true statement of the contents 
of the consignment and must obtain a permit for the same fi'om 
such Administrator or Mudir. No consignment of liquor will 
be delivered by the Government Railway or Water Transport 
Service except upon the production of the said permit. 

6. A licence holder shall keep proper books which may be 
examined at any time by the Mudir or his agent authorised in 
writing showing for every day (a) the amount of liquor imported 
by the licence holder {b) the amount of liquor sold to be consumed 
off the premises and the persons by whom purchased (c) the 
amount of liquor consumed on the premises. 

7. No liquors of deleterious quality may be imported or sold. 
Any deleterious liquors may by order of a magisU-ate of the first or 
second claas be seized and destroyed. Upon the written order of a 
magistrate of the first or second class a licence holder must supply 
to the police samples of all or any liquors in his possession. 

8. A licence holder shall bind himself not to sell any alcoholic 
liquors to any native of the Sudan, or any British Soldier of the 
Army of Occupation Avho is not an officer. This prohibition shall 
not be construed to extend to the sale of alcoholic liquors to 
Sudanese Commissioned Officers. 

9. A licence holder will be held responsible for the good order 
and conduct of his business and in particular he Avill he requirotl 
to see (a) that no driinkeness is permitted on licensed premises 
{h) that no person in a state of intoxication is served with 
alcoholic liquors or allowed to remain on the premises (<•) that no 
immorality or solicitation to immorality is permitted on the 
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premises {d) that the premises shall not be used as a gaming 
house and {e) that hasheesh and opium smoking are not allowed. 

10. The times during which licensed premises in any place 
may be kept open for the sale of liquor are in the discretion of 
the Mudir. In the absence of any order from the Mudir, a 
licence holder shall not open his premises for the sale of alcoholic 
liquors before the hour of sunrise and shall not keep them open 
for the same purpose after the hour of midnight. 

11. It shall be lawful for the police at any time to enter and 
search liceused premises. 

12. Contravention of these regulations may be punished wth 
revocation of licence or with fine not exceeding £E. 100, or both, 
but no revocation of a licence shall be effective unless passed or 
confirmed by the Mudir. 

18. Penalties may be inflicted summarily or otherwise by a 
magistrate of the fii-st or second class. 

14. The grant of a licence for a year shall in no way constitute 
any right or claim to its renewal which is in the absolute discretion 
of the Mudir. 

15. These regulations are issued under the Licence (Liquor) 
Ordinance 1899, and are in addition to and not in substitution 1399 Xo. g. 
for those contained in that Ordinance. 

They repeal all other regulations previously issued.

NOTICE AS TO LIQUOR LICENCES. 

With reference to Clause f), Regulations as to Liquor Licences 
(published in Sudan Gazette No. ;51) notice is hereby given that 
all merchants, etc., importing liquor, must present detniled (in 
duplicate) invoices, giving particulars of quantity and nature of 
liquor in any particular consignment, to the Administrator Haifa 
or Suakiu, according as liquor is imported via Haifa or Suakin. 

4 
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These invoices (in duplicate) will be inspected and, if necessary, 
any part or the whole of the litjuors mentioned therein Avill be 
examined by the Administrator who, after he has satisfied himself 
that the liquor is not deleterious, will endorse the invoices. On 
the presentation of the invoices thus endorsed to the Director of 
Sudan Government Railways, or other Official nominated by him 
at Haifa, or the Customs House Officer at Suakiu, thn consign- 
ment of liquor will be released and its import permitted. 

One copy of the endorsed invoice should be filed with the 
liquor stock-book merchants are required by the regulations 
(clause 6) to keep up; this beiog the authority for the amount of 
liquor borne on their books. 

Merchants who break up consignments of liquors for distribu- 
tion to their agents at other centres, must obtain a pennit (in dupli- 
cate) from the Mudir for this further consignment. A copy of this 
pennit should be filed with the stock-books kept at those places, 
the other copy being retained as authority for the consignment. 

Merchants and others importing li<j^uor are therefore requested 
to do so on separate invoices, i.e. liquor should not be consigned 
and packed with other stores. 

For a private consignment of liquor a permit is to be obtained 
from the Mudir or Administrator of the Province in which the 
individual resides. This permit should be presented with the invoice 
at Haifa or Suakin as the case may be, in the above mentioned 
manner. The Administrators of Haifa and Suakin have been 
sent a complete list of persons or firms holding Liquor Licences.

Tax, rate of aud !• There shall be payable in respect of every boat plying upon 
how payable. the Nile or any of its tributaries within the Sudan, a boat tax, at 
the rate per annum of 2 P.T. per ardeb of the boat's carrying 
capacity. The tax shall be payable in advance by two equal 
half-yearly instalments, on the first day of January, and the fii'st 
day of July in every year.

8. Every Mudir shall have power to arrest a boat, the certificate Penalties,

The Jludir shall, luiless 
good reason for non-payment be shewn, inflict a penalty not 
exceeding three times the tax appearing to be in arrear. 

The Mudir shall detain the boat in custody until the penalty be 
paid.

10. If the penalty be not paid within three calendar months Compulsory

the proceeds to the persons appearing to be entitled thereto.

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Woods and Forests Short title.

4. Subject to any regulations which may be issued by the Licence to be 
Governor General, lic^ences under this Ordinance shall be issued l?/"?.^ ^^^ 

by Mudu-s upon payment ot such fees, if any, and subject to such 
conditions as they may decide. 
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IV'iKiltios, 5. Any person who contravenes this Ordinance or any regul- 

ations which may be issued under this Ordinance shallbe liable to 
a fine not exceeding* £K. '2i) for each day on which the offence is 
committed and to imprisonment which may extend to three months. 
All timlx'r and wood in resprct of which the provisions of this 
Ordinance or of any regulations issued thereunder are contra- 
vened shall be Uable to be confiscated and may be seized without 
any adjudication subject to right of appeal to a magistrate of 
the first or second class. 

If the person convicted is the holder of a licence, his licence 
may be forfeited by the Licencing Authority.

The following rules regarding Forest Administration are pub- 
lished for general information. 

Filling trees 1. AH persons desiring to fell trees for timber or firewood 

rtrcw()o<(^ "^ within any Government Forest shall apply for permit to the 
Mudir or Administrator (as the case may be) of the Provii^ce 
within which they intend to fell or to any Inspector or other person 
empowered in that behalf by such Mudir or Administrator.

Whereas under the Cattle Plague Ordinance 1901, 1 have power ^^^^ ^^<>- io.

other four-footed animals. 

And whereas a contiigious disease affecting goats has broken 
out in the Mudiria Sennar and contagious diseases may break 
out among sheep, camels, horses or asses which will cause great 
h)ss to the people if they are not stopped as soon as possible. 

Now therefore I proclaim that henceforward all the provisions 
of the Cattle Plague Ordinance shall apply to goats, sheep, 
camels, horses and asses, and all persons must : 

(1) Give notice immediately of the outbreak of any contagious 
disease among all such animals in their possession to the nearest 
Official of the Government, and — 

(2) must keep the sick animals apart from the healthy ones, and 
obey all such orders as iludhs shall give in this matter. And all 
Mashaikh and Omad are warned that they must see their people 
obey this proclamation in order that the Government may so far 
as possible prevent the spread of disease among animals and the 
people suffering loss thereby.

l^onvtUjated in Swl. (Jaz. Xo. 31 of 1 Januanj 1901 , 
Amended by the lievision Ordinance 1906 (Sudan Gazette Xo. 9 J of 1 April 1906) 
1906 No. 1. and jmnted as amended. 

An Ordinance for Preventing and Regulating the Introduc- 
tion and Manufacture of Contraband Goods. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED aS follows: 

1. The goods eniniienited and described in tlie following table 
of prohibitions and restrictions are herel)V prohibited to be inii)orted 
or brought into the Sudan, or made or manufactured in the Sudan 
save as hereby excepted, and if any goods so enumerated and 
described shall be imported or brouglit into the Sudan or made 
or manufactured in the Sudan contrary to the prohibitions or 
restrictions contained therein, such goods shall be f«»rfeited 
and may be destroyed or otherwise disposed of as the Governor 
Cieueral shall from time to time direct, and in addition, the 
means of transport of such goods may be confiscated and all 
persons, whether principals or not, concerned in importing or 
making or manufacturing such contraband goods may be punished 
by fine not exceeding £E. 500 or imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding seven years or both.

THE SUDAN MOHAMMEDAN LAW COURTS ORDINANCE 1902. 
Promulgated in Sudan Gazette No. 35 of May 1902. 

An Ordinance for regulating the Sudan Mohaminedan 
Law Courts. 

1. This Onhnanee shall he (tailed the Sudan Mohammedan Law 
(Joiu-ts Ordinance. 

2. The Sudan Mohammedan Law Courts shall comprise a High 
(^'ourt, Mudiria and Muhafza Courts, and District Coiu'ts. 

3. The High Court shall consist of the Grand Kadi who shall 
act as president, the Mufti of the Sudan, and one or more other 
members. Tlie decisions of the Coiu't shall be given by three 
members only. 

4. The Mudiria and Muhafza Courts shall eacli consist of a 
single Kadi. A deputy to such Kadi may be appointed when 
circumstances so demand. 

5. District Courts shall each consist of a single Kadi. 

6. The Sudan Mohammedan Law Courts shall be competent to 
decide 

(a) Any question regarding marriage, divorce, guardianship of 
minors or family relationship, provided that the marriage to 
whidi the question related was concluded in accordance with 
Mohanmiedan Law or the parties are all Mohammedans. 

(h) Any question regarding wakf ^ift succession wills iuterdic- 
tion or guardianship of an interdicted or lost person, provided 
that \\\Q endower donor or the deceased or the interdicted or 
lost person is a Mohannnedan. 

{(') Any question other than those mentioned in the last two 
sections provided that all the parties, whether being Moham-

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7. Quefltions of conflict of jurisdiction between the C^vil and Conflict

(.\)urt appointed by him, and the Judicial Commissioner or a 
magistrate of the Civil Court appointed by him.

2. A Mudir shall have power : — 

(1) To grant such licence as aforesaid. 

(2) To delegate the power of granting such licence as aforesaid 
to any magistrate of the Ist and 2nd class generally in his Mudiria, 
or in any part thereof.

(4) To appoint a Sheikh of seal engravers in any town he 
thinks fit whose duties shall be as hereinafter prescribed.

(a) A certificate from the Sheikh of seal engravers of the town 
or Mudiria in which the applicant resides or if there be no 
such Sheikh from a competent seal engraver that the applicant 
is skilled in such engraving.

(2) The licensing authority when granting a licence shall on 
payment of twenty piastres by the licensee issue to him a register 
book numbered on each page from one to one hundred and euch 
register book shall bear on the front page the official neal of tlie 
licensing authority, the name of the person to whom it is issued, 
and the date of issue. 
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4. Every licensed seal engraver shall observe the following Regulations to

regulations :— ^^^ engravers. 

(a) He shall on each application for the engraving of a seal 
enter in the register aforesaid the following particulars : — 

(1) The name in full of the applicant. 

(2) The residence of the applicant. 

(3) The trade or occupation of the applicant. 

(4) The date of the application. 

(5) Whether or not the applicant is personally known to him. 

(6) The date of delivery of the seal to the applicant. 

(7) A clear impression of the seal. 

(b) No seal engraver shall engrave a seal for a person not 
personally known to him unless the af)plicant produces two 
respectable persons who will make themselves responsible for 
his identity and seal a certificate to that effect in the register 
aforesaid. 

(c) No seal engraver shall engrave a seal in the name of any 
person other than the applicant unless the applicant produces 
an authority in writing from that other person witnessed by 
two respectable persons who will make themselves responsible 
that such authority was duly given and seal a certificate to 
that effect in the register aforesaid. 

(d) Every seal engraver shall see that all entries in the register 
aforesaid are clearly written and without interlineation. 

(e) Every seal engraver shall submit his register aforesaid for 
inspection to the local Sheikh of seal engravers on his 
demand. 

(/) Every seal engraver shall on retiring from business, or on 
withdrawal of his licence, return all registers in his possession 
to the authority by whom they were issued. 

(g) On the death of a seal engraver his heirs shall return all 
registers in the possession of the deceased to the authority by 
whom they were issued. 

Registers returned under this sub-section may be re-issued 
to any licensed seal engraver succeeding to the business of 
the deceased. 
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(h) Every seal eugi'aver shall engrave on all seals made by him 
the date of the year in which they were engraved. 

5. A Sheikh of seal engravers in relation to his duties as hereby 
prescribed shall be considered as a public servant and his duties 
shall be as follows : — 

(1) He shall inspect the registers of all seal engravers under 
him at least once in every three months. 

(2) If on inspection he finds any such register in proper and 
regular form he shall affix his seal and enter the date of his 
inspection immediately after the last entry in such register. 

(3) If on inspection he finds false irregular or improper entries in 
any such register he shall at once take such register into his pos- 
session and send it with a report to the Mudiria in which he resides. 

6. All offences against this Ordinance which are not punishable 
as offences under the Sudan Penal Code shall be punishable with 
a fine not exceeding £E. 1 or imprisonment not exceeding seven 
days or with both, and shall be triable by a Magistrate of the 
third class or any higher Court and summarily or otherwise.

An Ordinance for the acquisition ofland for public purposes. 

Short title. 1, This Ordinance may be called the Land Acquisition Ordi- 

nance 1908. 

Interpretation. 2. In this Ordinance : 

The expression "land" includes benefits to arise out of land, and 
things attached to the earth or permanently fastened to anything 
attached to the earth. 
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The expression "person interested" includes all persons claiming 
an interest in compensation to be made on account of the acquisition 
of land under this Ordinance. 

The expression " Mudii" includes any Inspector or Magistrate 
appointed by a Mudir to perform the luuctioiis of a Mudir under 
this Ordinance. 

3. Whenever it appears to the Governor General that land in Power to make 
any locality is likely to be needed for any public purpose, a ^^^^'^y- 
notification shall be published in the Gazette^ and the Mudir shall 

publish the substance of such notification at convenient places in 
such locality and thereupon it shall be lawful for any person, either 
generally or specially authorised by the Mudir, and for his servants 
and workmen to do all or any of the following things, viz : — 

(i) To enter upon and survey and take levels of any land in 
the said locality ; 

(ii) To dig or bore into the sub-soil ; 

(iii) To do all other acts necessary to ascertain whether the land 
is adapted for such purpose; 

(iv) To sot out the boundaries of the land proposed to be taken 
and the intended line of the work proposed to be made thereon ; 

(v) To mark such levels, boundaries and line by placing marks 
and cutting trenches ; 

(vi) Where otherwise the survey cannot be completed the levels 
taken or the boundaries or line of the work marked to cut down 
and clear away any crop, fence, trees or undergrowth; 

Provided that no person shall enter into any building or any 
enclosed court or garden attached to the dwelling house (unless 
with the consent of the occupier thereof) without previously 
giving such occupier at least seven days notice in writing of his 
intention to do so.

4. The Mudir shall at the time of such entry pay or tender Damage doiu' 
payment for all damage to be done as aforesaid, and in case of during survey, 
dispute as to the suflSoiency of the amount so paid or tendered the 

same shall be determined in the manner hereinafter provided for 
compensation on the acquisition of land. 

6. Whenever the Governor General has determined to make use ^^n^^^d^" ^^ 
of the powers conferred by this Orilinance for the acquisition of acquisitioD. 
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any particular land for a public purpose, a declaration signed by 
him shall be made to that effect. 
The declaration shall contain : — 

(a) A description of the land and its approximate area, 

(b) If a plan has been made of such area, mention of the place 
where such plan may be seen. 

The said declaration shall be published in the Sudan Gazette and 
shall be conclusive evidence that the land is needed for a public 
purpose. 

6. The Mudir shall thereupon cause the land (unless it has been 
already marked out under section 3) to be marked out. He shall 
also cause it to be measured and (if no plan has been made 
thereof) a plan to be made of the same. 

7. The Mudir shall then cause notice of the Governor General's 
intention to take the land containing the particulars hereinafter 
mentioned to be published at convenient places on or near the 
said land and also to be served on the occupier and all persons 
believed to be interested therein or their duly authorised agents. 

In case any of the persons interested resides outside the Sudan 
the notice may be sent to him through the post and a reasonable 
time allowed for reply thereto. 

Such notices shall contain a sufficient description of the land 
and its approximate area and shall require all persons interested 
in the land to appear personally or by agent before the Mudir at 
a time and place mentioned in the notice (such time not being 
earlier than 14 days after publication of the notice) and to state 
the nature of their respective interests in the land and the par- 
ticulars of their claims for compensation. 

8. The Mudir may also require any such person to deliver him a 
statement of the name of every other person possessing any 
interest in the land or any part thereof and of the nature of such 
interest. 

Every person required to make a statement under this or the 
last section shall be deemed to be legally bound to do so within 
the meaning of sections 141 and 142 of the Sudan Penal Code. 

9. On the day mentioned in the notice the Mudir shall inquire 
into the interests of the persons interested in the land and prepare

a Kst of the same. He shall then attempt to come to a friendly • 
agreement with the persons interested as to the amount of the 
compensation. 

The Mudir may from time to time postpone the inquiry to a 
day to be fixed by him.

Provided that if the interests of the persons interested conflict, 
as in the case of landlord and tenant, then at the discretion of the 
Mudu' or upon the demand made before the appointment of a 
Commission of any of the persons interested separate commissions 
shall be appointed for each of the parties whose interests conflict. 

12. Every Commission shall consist of a President and two Constitution of 
members. The President of the Commission shall be a magistrate Commission, 
appointed by the Mudir. The other two members shall be ap- 
pointed as follows: — 

The Mudir shall cause a notice hi writing to be served on each 
of the persons whom he has reason to believe to be interested in 
the land or who claims to be so interested requiring him at a date 
and place therein mentioned : — 

(1) To state the compensation which he claims as compensation 
for his interest m the land. 

(2) Jointly with the other persons interested in the land or 
with those of them whose interests have been referred to the 
same Commission to appoint a qualified person to act as arbitrator 
for determining the amount of compensation. 

The parties interested may make such statement and appoint- 
ment either verbally at the place and time mentioned in the 
notice or by a writing delivered to the President of the Commission 
previously to that date. 
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' The Mudir shall also upon or previously to the date mentioned 
in the notice appoint a qualiiied person not being an official to act 
as arbitrator. 

In case either of the said arbitrators are not appointed within 
the time aforesaid, the President of the Commission shall himself 
appoint an arbitrator in his stead. 

13. Every person so appointed shall be legally bound to 
attend and act as arbitrator unless excused for 8ome reason to be 
approved by the Mudir. 

14. The Commission shall meet at a place and time to be fixed 
by the President and shall thereupon hold an inquiry and proceed 
to detennine the amount of compensation to be paid for the inte- 
rests in the land which have been referred to it and the persons 
to wh(»m and the proportions in which the same is to be paid. 

15. The Mudir sl^all furnish for the information of the Commis- 
sion a statement in writing setting forth the following particulars: — 

(i) The situation and extent of the land. 

(ii) The names and the description of the residence and occu- 
pations of the persons w^hom he has reason to beheve to be inte- 
rested. 

(iii) The amount which each of the parties interested claims as 
compensation for such interest. 

16. In an inquiry under this Ordinance the President of the 
Commission shall have the same pow^ers as to adding parties, 
adjournment, summoning witnesses and enforcing their attendance, 
examination of w^itnesses, and all matters of procedure as a Coiut 
under the Civil Justice Ordinance ; and the procedure directed to 
be observed by Civil Courts shall be followed so far as it can be 
made applicable. 

17. In determining the amount of the compensation to be 
awarded for land acquired under this Ordinance, the follow^ing 
matters shall be taken into consideration : — 

First. — The market value at the time of awarding compensa- 
tion of such land. 

Secondly. — The damage (if any) sustained by the person 
interested, at tlie time of awarding compensation, by reason of 
severing such land fromJiis other land. 
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Thirdly. — The damage (if any) sustained by the persou inte- 
rested, at the time of awarding compensation, by reason of the 
ao(iiiisition injuriously affecting his other property whether mov- 
able or imm'»vable in any other manner, or his earnings, and 

Fourthly. — If, in consequence of the acquisition he is compelled 
to change h's residence, the reasonable expenses (if any) inciden- 
tal to such change. 

Fifthly.— The increase or decrease (if any) to the value of 
the severed part of the land of the person interested, which is 
likely to accrue or be caused to it in consequence of the use to 
which the land acquired will be put, provided that the amount 
of compensation to be awarded or deducted under this head shall 
not exceed half of thit awarded under the first head. 

18. But the following matters shall not be taken into consider- Matters not to 
ation:- be considered 

in determining 
First. — The degree of urgency which has led to the acquisition, compensation. 

Secondly. — Any disinclination of the person interested to part 
with the land acquired. 

Thirdly. — Any damage sustained by him which if caused by 
a private person would not render such person liable to a suit. 

Fourthly. — Any increase to the value of the land acquired 
which has accrued from the publication of the intention of the 
Government to purchase it or to make a preliminary survey wth 
the view of purchasing it, or which is likely to accrue from the 
use to which it will be put when acquired. 

Fifthly. — Any outlay or improvements on such land made with 
the intention of enhancing the compensation to be awarded there- 
fur under this Ordinance. 

19. Every award made under this Ordinance shall be in writing Contents of 
signed by the President of the Commission and the other members *^*^^- 
concurring in the award and shall specify : 

(1) the amount of the compensation and the persons to whom 
and in what proportions it is to be paid. 

(2) the amount of the costs incurred in the proceedings and by 
what persons and in what proportions they are to be paid. 

20. Every arbitrator (not being an officer of the Government) Arbitrator's fee 
may receive such reasonable fee for his service as the Mudir^shall 

direct. Such fee shall be deemed to be costs of the proceedings. 
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21. Within thirty days of the date of the award of the Commis- 
Bion the Government or the person interested may appeal there- 
from to the principal Civil Court of the Mudiria. 

If the appeal is made on behalf of the Government the Court 
must consist of a Civil Judge. 

22. The said appeal shall be subject as far as may be to the 
same rules as an appeal under the Civil Justice Ordinance except 
as hereby otherwise provi(led, but the decision of the Court shall 
be final. 

Upon the presentation of an appeal by the person intf rested, 
Court fees shall be collected upon the difference between the 
compensation allowed in the award and that claimed by the 
appellants. The appeal may be heard with assessors. 

23. When the Mudir has made an agreement under Section 10 
or a reference to a Commission he may take possession of the land 
which shall thereupon vest absolutely in the Government free of 
incumbrances. 

24. In cases of urgency when the Governor General so direct-s, 
the Mudir, although lio such agreement or reference has been 
made may on the expiration of seven days from the publication of 
the notice mentioned in Section 5 take possession of any Avaste or 
arable lands needed for public purposes and such land shall 
thereupon vest absolutely in the Government free of incum- 
brances. 

The Mudir shall offer to the persons interested compensation for 
the standing crops and trees (if any) on such land; and in case 
such offer is not accepted the value of such crops and trees shall 
be allowed for in aAvarding compensation for the land. 

25. Payment of the compensation shall be made by the Govern- 
ment according to the award or order of Court and interest at the 
rate of five per cent per annum shall be allowed on the amount of 
compensation from the date on which the Government entered into 
possession of the land to the date on which the compensation is 
paid or the Government gives notice of its rendiness to pay the 
same. 

26. Whenever it appears to tlio Governor General that the 
temporary occupation and use of any waste or cultivated land, 
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but not buildings, are needed for a public purpose the Mudir may 
be directed to prociure the occupation of the same for a period not 
exceeding three years. 

The Mudir shall then attempt to come to an agreement with the 
persons interested as to the amount of the compensation. If he is 
unable to come to an agreement he shall refer the matter to the 
arbitration of a Commission in like manner as is hereby provided 
in the case of the permanent acquisition of land. 

Upon a reference being made under this section the Mudir may 
take possession and use the said land. 

27. Upon expiration of the term the Mudir must pay to the I>amage caused 
persons interested compensation for the damage, if any, done to 

the land and not provided for by the award or agreement. 

In case of dispute such compensation shall be referred to the 
arbitratif)n of a Commission in the same manner as is hereby 
provided in the case of compensation for the accjuisition of land. 

Provided that if owing to the occupation the land has become 
unfit to be used for the purpose for which it was used or was 
contemplated being used at the commencement of the said term the 
Government must purchase it, if required by the parties interested, 
under the terms of this Ordinance.

THE KUBBEK ADULTERATION ORDINANCE 1903.

Promulgated in Stidan Gazette No, 49 of 1 July 1903. 

Amended by the Revision Ordinance 1906 (Sud. Gaz, No, 92 of 1 April 1906) 

1906 No. 1 and printed as amended. 

An Ordinance for regulating the storage of petroleum and 
other substances of a like nature. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : — 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as " The Petroleum Ordinance Short title. 
1903," and shall come into effect on the 1st day of December, 

1903. 

2. (i) Nopersoushallstoreorkeepany of the substances specified Prohibitions, 
in the first schedule hereto except in pursuance of a licence 

granted by the Mudir or an oflacer authorized by him. The 
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amount of each such substance which may be kept in any one 
place is limited to the quantity set opposite the name of such 
substance in the second coliunn of the said first schedule. 

(ii) No ship or boat loaded with any such substance shall be 
moored nor shall land its cargo within two hundred yards of any 
town or village except in a berth approved by the Mudii* or an 
officer authorized by him.

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the "Arms Ordinance 1903'* Short title 
and shall take eflect immediately.

2. The Arms Ordinance 1899 is hereby repealed. 

3. (i) Subject to the exceptions hereinafter contained no person 
shall carry, use or have in his possession any gun, rifle or other 
fire-arm unless he shall be the holder of a licence for the carrying 
of that specific giui, rifle or other fire-arm. 

(ii) Such licence may be issued by the Mudir of each Province 
or by an officer authorized by him, but in each case only after 
inquimig into the character of the applicant. 

(iii) Any person acting in contravention of sub-section (i) shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding P.T. "200 for every fire-arm carried, 
used or possessed by him without a licence, or to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding two months and to confiscation of every 
such fire-arm. 

4. (i) No gun, rifle or other fire-arm shall be transferred to any 
person whether by way of gift, sale, exchange or otherwise, and 
whether such person be already the holder of a licence or not, 
without the Avritten consent of the licensing authority. 

(ii) Such consent may be given by any officer authorized to 
issue a licence to carry fire-arms in the Province in which the 
transfer is proposed to be made. 

(iii) Such consent shall be testified by an endoraement on the 
licence held by the person making the transfer for carrying the 
fire-arm to be transferred. Such endorsement shall be signed by 
the officer giving such consent and the licence so endorsed shall be 
issued to the person to whom the fii'e-arm is transferred without 
any further charge. 

(iv) Any person making or accepting any such transfer without 
such consent as aforesaid shall be liable to the penalties prescribed 
in section 3 hereof. 

5. Every licence issued hereunder is subject to revocation at 
any time by any officer authorized to issue licenses hereunder. 

6. Every licence shall expire on the 31st day of December in 
each year, unless it shall be renewed by the licensing authority 
on that day or Avithin 14 days thereafter.

3. In this Ordinance, unless there be somethin<^ repugnant in 
the context: — 

The words " Hunt," " Capture," " Kill " and '' Injure " include 
respectively attempting or aiding to hunt, capture, kill and 
injure. 

The words the "Licensing Officer" denote any Officer authorized 
by the Governor General to grant licences hereunder. 

The word "notified" means notified in the Sudan Gazette. 

The words "This Ordinance" include any regulation or matter 
notified or prescribed xmder the provisions of this Ordinance and 
for the time being in force. 

4. (1) For the purpose of this Ordinance Wild Animals and 
Birds are divided into four Classes, hereinafter called respectively 
Class 1, Class 2, Class 3 and Class 4. 

(2) Class 1, Class 2 and Class 3 shall comprise the animals and 
birds specified in Part 1, Part II, and Part III respectively of thci 
first schedule hereto. 

(3) Class 4 shall include all wild animals and birds not com- 
prised in the said last schedule. 

(4) The Governor General may at any time by notice published 
in the Sudan Gazette remove any animal or bird from any class, or 
include any animal or bird in any class. 

5. (1) No person other than a native of tlie Sudan, whether the 
holder of a licence or not, shall kill, injure or capture any animal 
or bird included in Class 1. 

(2) Any person killing, injuring or capturing any animal or 
bird in contravention of this section shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding £K. 100 (n* to imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
three months. 

6. (1) Licences for the hunting, capturing and killing of wild 
animals and birds included in Class 2 and Class 3 respectively may 
be granted by the Licensing Officer in his discretion to any person 
applying for the same. Such licences shall be of two kinds called 
respectively Licence A and Licence B. 

(•J) No person other than a native of the Sudan shall hunt, capture 
or kill any animal or bird included in Class 2 unless he is the hol- 
der of a Licence A. 
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(8) No person other than a native of the Sudan shall hunt, 
capture or kill any animal or bird included in Class 3 unless he is 
the holder either of a Licence A or of a Licence B. 

(4) No holder of a licence shall during the currency of one licence 
capture or kill a greater number of animals or birds of any species 
included in Class 2 or Class 3 than the number specified in the first 
Schedule hereto opposite to the name of such species. 

(5) The Governor General may at any time by notice in the 
Sudan Gazette alter the number of any species of animal or bird 
included in Class 2 or in Class 3 which may be captured or killed 
by the holder of a licence. 

(6) The annual fees payable by the holders of the said licences 
shall be as follows : — 

1. When issued to an Officer or Official of the British Egyptian 
or Sudan Government serving in Egypt or the Sudan or 
subject to approval of the Governor General to any person 
ordinarily resident in the Sudan or intending ordinarily to 
reside there.

2. When issued to any other person.

Every holder of a Licence A obtained at the £E. 5 rate shall 
also pay to the Licensing Officer a fee of £E. 10 for every elephant 
killed by him under such licence. 

(7) Every Licence A and Licence B shall (except in the case of 
the temporary Licence B hereinafter mentioned) remain in force 
for one year from the date of issue and shall then expire. 

(8) The acceptance of a Licence A or Licence B shall be held 
to constitute an agreement by the holder thereof that he agrees to 
conform to the provisions of this Ordinance. And no licence 
shall be transferable. If an original licence be lost or destroyed 
a duplicate licence may be obtained on proof of such loss or des- 
truction and payment to the Licensing Officer of a fee of P.T. 25. 

(9) All huntsmen, beaters and other assistants aiding the holder 
of a Licence A or a Licence B to hunt, capture or kill any animal 
or bird which such licence holder is authorized by his licence to 
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hunt, capture or kill shall be covered, while so actiog, by such 
licence. 

(10) Every holder of a Licence A or a Licence B shall keep an 
account of all animals and birds captured or killed by him of any 
species included in Class 2 or Class 3 and of any other species 
mentioned in his licence. This account shall give the date and 
place of capture or killing of each animal or bird captured or killed 
and the sex of each such animal. Every such licence holder shall 
produce such account together with his licence whenever called 
upon to do so by any Officiial of tlie Sudan Government and shall 
deliver a copy of such account signed by himself to the Licensing 
Officer upon the expiration of his licence or upon his leaving the 
Sudan, whichever first happens, as also, if required by the Licen- 
sing Officer for the pin-pose of compiling the annual returns, upon 
snch other day as may be specified hi the licence. 

(11) At any time while a Licence B continues in force it may 
with the leave of the Licensing Officer be exchanged for a Licence 
A on payment of the difFerence between the fees chargeable for 
such licences respectively, but the substituted licence shall expire 
upon the day when the original licence would have expired. 

(12) A temporary Licenc^e B may be also granted at the dis- 
cretion of the Licensing Officer for one or more days at a daily 
charge of P.T. 27). 

(13) Any person kilHng, injuring or capturing any wild animal 
or bird in contravention of sub-sections (2) or (3) or (4) of this 
section or refusing to products his licence or such account as afore- 
said when called upon to do so or producing an incorrect account 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding £E. 100 or to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding three months. 

7. Notwithstanding anything in this Ordinance contained the 
owner or occupier of any cultivated land or any person authorized 
by him may capture, injure or kill any wild animals or birds 
causing serious damage to his property if such damage cannot 
otherwise be averted, and notwithstanding anything in this Or- 
dinance contitiued no person shall be deemed to have committed 
an oflFence under this Ordinance by reason of his having killed or 
injured any animal in defence of himself or any other person. 

8. Any person may hunt, capture and kill any of the birds and 
animals included in Class 4. 
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9. (1) Licences for the hunting, capturing and killing of a spe- Highte of 
cifiecl number of animals and birds included in Class 1 may be ^^^^ ^^ ^^^^ 
issued in special cases to natives of the Sudau only. Each such 

licence shall be issued only with the approval of the Governor 
General, and shall be kuown as Licence C. The fee payable in 
respect of a Licence C shall be decided by the Mudir of the Pro- 
vince in which it is issued.

(4) Subject to the above restrictions any native of the Sudan 
may hunt, capture and kill any wild animal or bird. 

(5) Any native of the Sudan acting in contravention of sub- 
section 2 or 3 of this section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Penalty. 
£e. 10 or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding three 
months. 

(6) Any native of the Sudan who is found in po&session of any 
animal or bird included in Class 1 living or dead, or of any part 
of such animal or bird shall be deemed to have killed or captured 
such animal or bird unless the contrary be shown. 

10. (1) The sale and purchase of the hides, horns or flesh or of Sale of hides, 
any trophies of any of the animals and birds included in the second cert^^auiraals 
schedule hereto is absolutely prohibited in the Sudan. prohibited. 

(2) No person shall expose or offer for sale or collect or 
keep for trade purposes any such hides, horns, flesh or other 
trophies. 

(3) Any person acting in contravention of this section shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding £e. 10 or to imi3risonment for a Penalty, 
period not exceeding three months, and all such hides, horns and 
trophies so purchased or sold, or offered for sale or collected for 

trade purposes shall be liable to confiscation. 

(4) Any person found in possession of any such hides, hornsj 
flesh or trophies shall be deemed to have collected the same for 
trade purposes unless the contrary be shown. 
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11. (1) The sale and purchase of hides, horns, flesh and other 
trophies of wild animals and birds other than those m«:'ntioned in 
the second schedule hereto are permitted in the Sudan. 

(2) The following ad valorejn duties shall be paid in respect of 
any such hides, horns, flesh or other trophies brought into the 
principal town or village of any Mudiria or Mamuria for purposes 
of trade or exported from the Sudan : — 

On elephant or hippopotamus hides 20 per cent. 

On all other hides or skins and the flesh, horns or other trophies of 
any animal or bird comprised in this section 10 per cent. 

(3) All such hides, flesh, horns and trophies brought into any 
such town or village as aforesaid shall be deemed to be brought 
there for the piu-pose of trade unless the contrary be shown. 

(4) The said duty shall only be paid once in respect of each article 
and every official receiving payment of such duty shall if required 
give to the person making such payment a pass which shall au- 
thorize him to take the article in respect of which duty has been 
paid into any other place without paying any further duty. 

(5) The holder of a licence issued hereunder shall nevertheless 
not be liable for the said duties in respect of the export of hides 
horns or otiier trophies obtained by him under his licence and 
any traveller leaving the country will be permitted to take with 
him free of the said duties not more than five in number of such 
hides, horns or other trophies upon making a declaration, if de- 
manded, that they are not so taken for trade purposes. 

(6) This section shall not apply to elephants' tusks or ostrich 
feathers. 

(7) Any person failing to pay or attempting to evade the duty 
imposed by this section on any hides, horns, flesh or other trophies 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding three times the amount of 
the duty and the said hides, horns, flesh and other trophies shall 
be liable to confiscation. 

12. (1) From and after the date of this Ordinance an export 
tax according to the scale set forth in the third schedule hereto 
shall be levied on each living specimen ()f an animal or bird 
mentioned in the third schedule. 

(2) The said export tax shall not be levied in respect af animals 
or birds exported by the holder of a licence issued hereunder in 
accordance with the teims of such licence. 
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(3) Any person failing to pay or attempting to evade the duty 
imposed by this section on any animal or bird shall be liable to a Penalty, 
fine not exceeding three times the amount of the duty and the 
said animal or bird shall be liable to confiscation. 

13. (1) From and after the date of this Ordinance the district Sanctuaries 
bounded on the north by a line drawn from Kaka to Famaka on game, 
the east by the Blue Nile from Famaka to the Abyssiuian Frontier 

and then by the boundary with Abyssinia to the Baro River on 
the South by the Baro River to its junction with the Sobat River 
and then by the Sobat River to its junction with the White Nile 
and on the West by the White Nile shall be a sanctuary for game 
within which no person other than natives of the Sudan residing 
in the said sanctuary and Ofiicers and OflScials stationed in the 
same and having a special perniit endorsed on their licence shall 
hvmt, capture, or kill any wild aoimal or bird. 

(2) From and after the date of this Ordinance the district 
bounded on the North by a line from Jebelein to Karkoj on the 
East by the Blue Nile between Karkoj and Famaka on the South 
by a line drawn from Famaka to Kaka and the West by the 
White Nile between Kaka and Jebelein shall be a reserve within 
which no person other than natives of the Sudan residing therein 
and persons having a special permit endorsed on their licences 
shall hunt, capture, or kill any wild animal or bird. Such special 
permit shall be granted at the discretion of the Licencing Officer 
and only to persons residing in the said District, to Officers and 
Officials of the Sudan Government and to Officers and Officials of 
the British and Egyptian Governments serving in the Sudan. 

(3) The said boundary lines between Jebelein and Karkoj and 
between Kaka and Famaka shall be hereafter more particularly 
defined by a notice issued in the Sudan Gazette. 

(4) Any person acting in contravention of this section shall be 

liable to a fine not exceeding £e. 100 or to imprisonment for a Penalty, 
term not exceeding three months. 

14. Subject to the provisions of the last preceding section Local extent of 
every Licence A or Licence B shall be valid throughout the "^^^^^^'^• 
Sudan save that no licence shall be valid in any part of the 

Sudan to which under any Ordinance of Regulations for the time 
being in force it is unlawful for the licence holder to proceed and 
that no licence shall be valid in auy part of the Sudan to which 
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special permission is required unless endorsed to that eflFect by 
the authority by which such permission is granted. 

15. (J) No person whether he is the holder of a licence or not 
shall remove or disturb or injure the eggs of an ostrich or of any 
other bird which may from time to time be notified without the 
written permission of a Licensing Officer. 

{2) No person shall shoot from a steamer either at rest or in 
motion at any bird or at any animal except the lion, leopard and 
crocodile. 

(3) No person shall use any poison or dynamite or any other 
explosive for the tiiking of any fish. 

(4) Any person acting in contravention of this section shall be 
liable to a line not exceeding £e. 5 or in default of payment to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding one month. 

16. (1) The Governor General or any Officer authorized by him 
may by special endorsement on a licence ])ermit the capture of a 
stated number of animals and birds included in Class 1. 

(2) The Governor General may dispense from the observance 
of such sections of this Ordinance as he thinks proper except 
sub-section 1 of section 18 any person who requires such dispen- 
sation for the purpose of scientific study. 

(3) Any permission or dispensation given hereunder may be 
withdrawn at any time. 

17. All cow ivory and elephant tusks weighing less than 10 lbs, 
or such other weight as may be notified from time to time is liable 
to be confiscated and may be seized by any Magistrate, Police 
Officer, or Officer engaged in the Civil administration without 
adjudication of confiscation subject to a right of appeal to the 
Mudir or to a Magistrate of the 1st or 2nd Class against the 
confiscation. 

18. (1) The Governor General may from time to time by notice 
published in the Sudan Gazette exercise all or any of the following 
powers (that is to say) : — 

(a) Notify or prescribe any matter which is left by this Ordin- 
ance to be notified or prescribed. 

(h) Declare a close time or close times during which any wild 
animal or bird specified in such notice shall not be huntcul, 
captured or killed, nor the fiesh thereof sold or ofiered for sale. 
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(c) Forbid or restrict the use of nets, pitfalls or other destructive 
modes of capture. 

(d) Extend or limit any of the provisions of this Ordinance so 
as to include therein or exclude therefrom any wild animal 
or bird specified in such notice. 

(e) Revoke, alter or suspend any such notices. 

(2) Governors of Provinces may by public notice forbid or 
restrict the use within their respective provinces of nets, pitfalls 
or other destructive modes of capture and revoke, alter or suspend 
any such notice. 

(3) Upon the publication of any such notice this Ordinance and 
such notice shall take effect as if the matter contained in such 
notice had been incorporated in this Ordinance. 

19. Persons contravening this Ordinance by hunting, capturing Persons 

or killing any wild animal or bird included in Class 2 or Class 3 contravening to 

nav tees as well 
without a licence or with an insufficient licence shall be liable for as penaltiea. 

all the fees which would have been payable by them for the 
taking out of a sufficient licence for the hunting, capturing or 
killing of such animal or bird in addition to any fine or imprison- 
ment which may be awarded for such contravention. 

20. Prosecutions for a contravention of any of the provisions of Trial of 

this Ordinance may be tried by the Court of Magistrate of the contraventions.

THK RAILWAY ORDINANCE 1904. 

Promulgated in Sudan Gazette No, SO of 1 Felfruary 1904. 

An Ordinance for the regulation of Sudan Railways. 
No. 1 of 1904. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as foUowS :— 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the '' Railway Ordinance 
1904/' 

2. This Ordinance shall apply to all Sudan Government Rail- 
ways and may be applied with any necessary modifications to any 
railway owned by private persons or companies by a notice to 
that eflFect signed by the Governor General and published in the 
Sudan Gazette. It shall not apply to any railway not used for the 
conveyance of passengers or goods for hire. 

3. Where the context so requires the word " Railway " shall 
include the Railway Department or the Sudan Government as 
owner of Railways and if applied under the Provisions of Section 2 
hereof to private persons or companies shall include such private 
persons or companies. 

4. If on demand any person fail to pay the tolls due to the Rail- 
way in respect of any goods it shall be lawful for the Railway to 
detain and sell all or any part of such goods, or if the same shall 
have been removed from the premises of the Railway, to sell or 
detain any other goods within such premises belonging to the 
person liable to pay such tolls, and out of the moneys arising 
from such sale to retain the tolls, payable as aforesaid and all 
charges and expenses of such detention and sale, rendering the 
overplus if any, (»f the moneys arising from such sale, and such of 
the goods as shall remain unsold, to the person entitled thereto ; 
but no such sale shall take place until after fourteen days notice 
of such sale shall have been given to such person, or if he cannot 
be found until after fourteen days notice of sale shall have been 
given in the Sudan Gazette. 

6. If any difference shall arise between any toll (Collector or 
other employee of the Railway and any owner of or person hav- 
ing the charge of any goods conveyed or to be conveyed by the 
Railway, respecting the weight, quantity or nature of such goods. 
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such collector or other employee may lawfully dete-iu such goods 
and examine, weigh, gauge, or otherwise measure the same ; and 
if upon measurement or examination such goods appear to be of 
greater weight or quantity or of any other nature than that stated 
by any person who is in charge thereof, then the owner of such 
goods shall be liable to pay the costs of such measurement and 
examination ; but if such goods appear to be of the same or less 
weight or quantity than, and of the same nature as, has been 
stated by the person in charge thereof, then the Railway shall 
pay such costs, and shall also pay to the respective owners of such 
goods, such damage, if any, as shall have arisen from such deten- 
tion. 

6. No person shall be entitled to carry upon the Railway or Dangerous 
require the Railway to carry any aquafortis, oil of vitriol, gun- carried without 
powder, lucifer matches, or any other goods or articles which in notice. 

the judgment of the Railway may be of a dangerous nature, and 
which may be described in any regulation of the Railway, and if 
any person send by the Railway any such goods without distinctly 
marking their nature on the outside of the package containing 
the same, or otherwise giving notice in writing to the book-keeper, 
or other employee of the Railway with whom the same are left at 
the time of so sending the same, he shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding £E. 20 for every such offence, and in default of pay- Penalty, 
ment thereof, to imprisonment which may extend to six months. 

7. It shall be lawful for any employee of the Railway to refuse Dangerous 
to take any parcel that he may suspect to contain any such fefused^*^^ ^ 
dangerous goods or articles as aforesaid, or to require such parcel 

to be opened to ascertain the contents. 

8. If any employee of the Railway shall be discharged or sus- Recovery of 
peuded from his office, or die, or abscond, or absent himself, and ^pe^v from 
such employee or any person in whose possessien is the property employees, 
hereinafter specified, refuses or neglects after seven days notice 

in writing to that effect to deliver up to the Railway or to any

or order possession to be taken thereof, and of any such books, 
papers, or other matters, and shall deliver the same to the Railway 
or to any pereon appointed by the Railway to receive the same. 

^^^*y 9. Any person who does any of the things hereinafter enumera- 

ted in this section upon or relative to the Sudan Railway is guilty 
of a railway offence, that is to say : — 

(1) Any person who travels or attempts to travel on a railway 
without having previously paid his fare and with intent to avoid 
payment thereof. 

(2) Any person who refuses to show or deliver up when re- 
quested by an employee <:»f the Railway a ticket showing that his 
fare is paid or to pay his fare from the place whence be started 
or not having produced a ticket or paid his fare, to give his name 
and address and a reasonable explanation of the non-production 
of a ticket. 

(3) Any person who having paid his fare or been furnished 
with a pass for a certain distance knowingly and wilfully proceeds 
by train beyond that di8ta;nce without previously paying the 
additional fare for the additional distance or without being fur- 
nished with a proper pass and with intent to avoid payment of 
such additional fare. 

(4) Any person who gives in reply to a request by an employee 
of the Railway a false name or address. 

(5) Any person who knovnngly and wilfully refuses or neglects 
on arriving at the point to which he has paid his fare to quit any 
carriage. 

(6) Any person who uses or attempts to use any ticket which 
has already been used on a previous journey. 

(7) Any person who wnlfully alters or defaces his ticket so as 
to render any writing thereon illegible. 

(8) Any person who with intent to defraud uses or attempts to 
use any ticket on any date or for or between any stations or on 
any train for which the same is not available. 

(9) Any person who without permission of some duly authorized 
employee of the Railway travels in a carriage or by a train of a 
superior class to that for which he has obtained a ticket. 
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(10) Any person found in a carriage, station or elsewhere upon 
the Rnilway premises in a state of intoxication or using obscene 
or offensive language or writing obscene or offensive words on 
any portion of the station or carriages, or committing any nuisance 
01* otherwise wilfully interfering with the comfort of any passenger. 

(11) Any person who being a passenger persists in entering a 
carriage or compartment of a carriage containing the full number 
of persons which it is constructed to convey when any person 
therein objects to his so entering the carriage or compartment. 

(12) Any person who takes a dog or other animal into any 
passenger carriage. 

(13) Any person who being a passenger rides on the engine or 
the guards van or any carriage not intended for passengers or on 
the roof, steps, footboard or any other part of a carnage not in- 
tended for passengers, without the permission of a railway official. 

(14) Any person who being a passenger enters or leaves or 
attempts to enter or leave any carriage while the train is in motion 
or elsewhere than at thp place appointed for passengers to enter 
or leave the carriages. 

(15) Any person suffering from an infectious disorder who tra- 
vels or attempts to travel or is found upon a station or station 
premises without the sanction first obtained of the Railway and 
any person who is in charge or control of or who aids or abets 
any person committing such offence. 

(16) Any person who wilfully trespasses upon the railways, 
stations or other works, or is found in any carriage or building of 
the Railway without the pel-mission of the Railway. 

(17) Any porter, driver or conductor of any carriage vehicle or 
beast of burden who while in or upon any station yard or other 
premises of the Railway does not obey the reasonable directions 
of any railway employee duly authorized in that behalf. 

(18) Any person who brings or places a loaded fire-arm into 
upon or in any railway carriage building or station or any part 
of any station premises. 

(19) Any person who wilfully obstructs or impedes any official 
of the Railway in the execution of his duty. 

(20) Any person committing any offence under subsection (16) 
hereof who refuses to quit the premises on which he is trespassing 
when requested so to do by any official of the Railway. 
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(21) Any person who wilfully obstructs any person lawfully 
engaged in setting out the line of a railway or who wilfully re- 
moves defaces or destroys any markff made for the purpose of so 
setting out the line of a railway. 

(22) Any person who wilfully damages (»r injures the stations, 
carriages, or other property of the Railway or who damages or 
removes any part of any such property, 

10. Any person who is guilty of a railway offence may be tried 
summarily or otherwise by a magistrate of the 1st and 2nd Class 
and is liable in the case ot offences specified in section 8 sub- 
sections (1) to (17) inclusive to fine not exceeding £E. 2 and in 
default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding one month, 
and in the case of offences specified in section 8 sub-sections (18) 
to {22) inclusive to fine not exceeding £E. 5 and in default of 
payment to impidsonment not exceeding two months. 

11. The recovery of the fines herein specified ft)r railway offen- 
ces shall not prejudice the right of the railway to recover any 
fares or damages and a magistrate may order any person convicted 
of any railway offence to pay any fare due or damages in respect 
of any injury done by him without it being necessary for the 
Railway to bring a civil action for the recovery of the same and 
any sums so ordered to be paid may be recovered in the same 
manner as provided for the recovery of fines under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure. 

12. Any person committing a railway offence who refuses to 
give his name and address to an employee of the Railway or who 
has no fixed abode or who gives a name or address which appears 
to be a false one or who persists after warning by an employee of 
the Railway in committing any railway offence which causes 
danger annoyance or obstruction to any person may be arrested 
by the Police or by any employee of the Railway Company but 
shall be brought at once before the nearest police oflicer or magi- 
strate who shall deal with the matter in the manner laid down in 
the Code of Criminal Procedure dealing with persons arrested 
without warrant.

THE SUAKIN TOWN LAND REGISTRATION ORDINANCE 1904. 
Promulgated in Sudan Gazette No, 63 ofl June 190 J^, 

An Ordinance for settling disputes as to land and for the 
registration of title in the town of Suakin. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to establish a laud register for 
the town of Suakin and its surroundings, and to settle all claims 
that may arise in connection therewith and for these purposes to 
appoint a Land Commission. 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as "The Suakin Town Land 
Registration Ordinance 1904." 



Interpretation. 2. In this Ordinance unless the context otherwise requires 
"Suakin Town" shall include El Gaff, Quarantine Island and h11 
lands within ten kilometi'es of Suakin Town. The singular shall 
include the plural and the masculine shall iuclude the feminine ; 
"Claimant" shall include a person in possession, ah hough he does 
not make a formal claim ; "Land" shall include buildings, trees 
and things attached to the land aiid*an undivided share in land.

8. A Commission consisting of three members of whom one at 
least shall be a Notable of Suakin, shall be appointed to receive 
and adjudicate upon claims to land in the town of Suakin. 

4. Every person claiming to be entitled to land or to any 
mortgage or charge upon land or upon the produce of land in the 
town of Suakin shall present bis clann to the Commission in writing 
not later than the 1st September, 1904, under penalty of forfeiture. 

6. The Commission shall adjudicate upon the claim after giving 
such reasonable notice to the claimant and to the person in 
possession (if any) as shall be possible, and after hearing them or 
their duly authorized agents if they present themselves and save 
as hereinafter mentioned the decision of the Commission shall be 
final. 

The President of the Commission may however upon petition 
presented within six months of the adjudication order the case to 
be re-opened and the Commission shall thereupon re-hear the case. 
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Upon siicli re-hearing the same fees shall be payable as upon 
an appeal to the Miidir under the Civil Justice Ordinance. 

6. Tlie Commission shall prepare a register upon which there Register, 
shall be entered the particulars of all privately owned land in 

the town of Suakin, and shall inscribe therein as owner the name 
of every claimant who is admitted to be the owner of land, whether 
absolutely or subject to charges and particulars of the interest of 
every claimant who is admitted to have an interest therein less 
than that of owner. 

7. When the right of a claimant is admitted in respect only of Undivided 
an undivided share in land, and no claim to the remaining share s^*^^^- 

in the land is made within the time allowed by law, or such claim 
if made, is rejected, the claimant shall be entitled to the entirety 
of the land. 

Nevertheless, in such case, the persons entitled to the remaining 
share in the land shall be allowed a further period of one year 
from the date of the adjudication, in which to come and claim 
their rights. 

8. In adjudicating upon claims the following rules shall apply: Rules to be 

(1) Where it is shown that a person has been in possession of adjudicatuig. 
land, or in receipt of the rents or profits thereof, at each of two 

periods, it shall be presumed that he has been in continuous 
possession of the land or in continuous receipt of the rents or 
profits, between those periods, until the contrary be shown. 

(2) No person who has been in continuous possession ot land as 
of right or in continuous receipt of the rents and profits thereof 
during the five years immediately preceding the date of claim 
shall be required to prove the origin of his title except when 
there is an adverse claim by some person who has been in posses- 
sion of the land or in receipt of the rents or profits thereof within 
the fifteen years immediately preceding the date of claim. 

(3) Possession or receipt of rents or profits, by any person 
through whom a claimant derives his title, shall be deemed to 
have been possession or receipt of rents or profits, of the claimant. 

(4) Where, from the relationship of the parties or from other 
special cause, it appears that the possessor of the land is, or was, 
in possession on behalf of another, his possession shall be deemt-d 
to be, or to have been, the possession of that other. 
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9. Where it appears to the Commission in the course of its 
enquiry, that a claim might be established by a minor, or by an 
unborn person if born, a person shall be appointed to represent 
tbe minor or unborn person, and the minor or unborn person shall 
be deemed to have made a claim within the time allowed by law. 

10. If the Commission be satisfied that any person who has 
not presented a claim is entitled to any land or to a mortgage 
or charge upon any land or the produce thereof the Commission 
may, but shall not be bound to, proceed as if he had made a claim 
within the time allowed by law. 

11. No right to any interest in land which might have been 
made the subject of a claim under this Ordinance, shall be enfor- 
ceable otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

12. All owners or persons in possession shall before the 1st day 
of September 11)04, mark out their property if not already suffi- 
ciently marked out, by walls, boundary stones, posts or other 
suitable means, and in default the Mudir of Suakin or the Commis- 
sion may mark out the same at the expense of the owner, and in 
case of default of payment of such expense, any magistrate may 
upon application issue a warrant for the levy of the same in the 
same manner as provided in respect of a fine by the Sudan 
Criminal Procedure Code.

THE SUDAN GOVERNMENT PENSION ORDINANCE 1904. 

PromiUfjated in Sudan Gazette No, 66 of 1 Septeml>€r 1904 but printed separately. 

An Ordinance for authorizing and regulating the payment 
of pensions and gratuities to officials and others employed 
in the service of the Sudan Government. 

IT IS HEREBY EXACTED as follows : — 

Chapter I. 
Preliminarj/. 

1. (i) This Ordinance may bo cited as the Sudan Governraeut Short title. 
Pension Ordinance 1904. 

(ii^ It shall commence and come into effect on the fii-st day of 
December 1904. 

2. In this Ordinance, unless there is something repugnant in Interpretation 
the context; ' ^^''''' 

the word "official" includes any official, or other employee in 
the service of Government; 

the word "salary" includes pay and wages ; 

words importing the masculine gender include females; 

years, months and all other periods of time are reckoned accor- 
ding to the Grcfforian Calendar.

3. There shall be constituted for the purposes of this Ordinance Constitntion of 
a Council consisting of the Secretary General, the Legal Secretary Council, 
and the Financial Secretary to the Sudan (iovernment. 

The decision of this Council on any matter, which is referred 
to it by this Ordinance, shall be subject to confirmation by the 
Governor General, and after confirmation shall be final. 
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In the event of any member of the Council being absent or 
nnable to act, his place fihall be talcen l)y snch other official as 
the Governor General may appoint. 
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Chapter II. 
To what persons pensions and gratuities are payable, 

4. (i) Except the special gratuities payable under Chapter XI 
of this Ordinance, the pensions and gratuities payable under this 
Ordinance shall be pcoyable only to officials who have served in an 
established capacity in the permanent service of the Sudan 
Government and whom the Government has decided to permit to 
serve for pension or gratuity under this Ordinance, and to the 
widows and children of such officials. 

(ii) The decision of the Government permitting any official to 
serve for pension or gratuity under this Ordinance vnW be expres- 
sed in an authority signed by the Financial Secretary, and no 
person shall be entitled to serve for pension or gratuity under 
this Ordinance, other than for such gratuities as are payable 
under Chapter XI, except after the issue of such an authority, 
nor shall any deduction towards pension under this Ordinance 
be made from the salary of any official except upon such an 
authority. 

5. The following persons shall have no right to any pension or 
gratuity under the provisions of this Ordinance except in the 
special cases provided for in Chapter XI: — 

(a) officers of the Egyptian Army serving towards pension 
under tlie Egyptian Government or in receipt of a pension 
from that Government; 

{b) officials and others serving under special contracts whether 
with or without a right to a gratuity ; 

{c) officials and others engaged temporarily ; 

(</) officials and others, who at tln^ date of their engagement 
were or are above thirty five years of age, except such officials 
as are exempted from this provision by virtue of section 
11) of this Ordinance ; 

(e) officials while under the age of eighteen years. 
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6. (i) Every oflBcial must prove his age to the satisfaction of I'roof of age. 
the Government by the production of a certificate of birth or 

other similar document before he will be accepted as serving for 
pension or gratuity. 

(ii) In the absence of satisfactory documentary evidence as to 
age the Government may appoint two doctors to estimate the 
age of the official and the age fixed by them, shall be deemed to 
be his age for the purposes of this Ordinance. 

Chapter II L 

Classification of officials, 

7. (i) For the purposes of this Ordinance oflScials employed in 
the service of the Sudan Government arc divided into two classes, 
namely Class A and Class B. 

(ii) Class A includes every person employed in the service of Clafsification 
the Sudan Government whose parents were at the time of his ^ ^ ^**^* 
birth legally domiciled in the Sudan, or iu any other country 
lying south of the 22nd parallel of north latitude and north of the 
22nd parallel of south latitude whether such person was born 
within or outside Sudan territory. 

Explanation. — The legal domicile of any person is in general 
the place which is in fact his permanent home. 

(iii) Class A shall also include any other person employed in 
the service of the Sudan Government, who, in the opinion of the 
Governor General, having rcgnrd to the character and climate of 
his native country, should fairly be so included, and who previously 
to any deduction towards pension having been made from 
anch persons pay, the Governor General decides shall be so 
included. 

(iv) Class B includes all persons employed in the service of the 
Sudan Government who are not included in Class A. 

8. Before any official is accepted as serving towards pension. Government's

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Chapter IV. 

Deductions from salary toicards pension, 

9. (i) A deduction, which shall in no case be refunded, shall be 
made monthly from the salaries of aW officials, who have been 
accepted as serving for pension or gratuity under this Ordinance. 

This deduction shall be made at the rate of 

4 per cent for those in Class A. 

5 per cent for those in Class B. 

(ii) The aforesaid deduction shall not be made from the pay 
of any of the persons enumerated in section 5 as persons having 
no right to pension or gratuity under this Ordinance. 

10. Except for the special gratuities paj^able under Chapter XI 
of this Ordinance, only those officials, from whose salary the 
aforesaid deduction had been made, shall have a right to pension 
or gratuity under this Ordinance. 

11. Executive, travelling, climate and other allowances, grat- 
uities and extra pay of any other kind, which may be drawn by 
any person employed in the service of the Government in addition 
to the salary of his class and category or appointment, shall not 
be liable to the aforesaid deduction, and shall not be taken into 
account in calculating the amount of any pension or gratuity. 
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Chapter V. 
General rules for calculating pensions and gratuities. 

12. The amount of the pension or gratuity paj'able imder this 
Ordinance to any official employed in the service of the Sudan 
Government shall be based, subject to the regulations hereinafter 
contained, 

(a) upon the amount of his salary ; 

{h) upon the length of his eflFective service. 

13. Throughout this Ordinance the salary taken as the basis for 
calculating the pension of any official is the average of the 
salary which he has received dnring the last three years of his 
service, and every pension granted under this Ordinance shall be 
calculated on this basis. 
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These three years must be three years of eflFective service, not 
including any periods which according to any of the provisions 
of this Ordinance are not to be reckoned as service towards 
pension. * 

14. Throughout this Ordinance the salary taken as the basis Gratuities are 
for calculating the gratuity of any official is the salary drawn by ^ ^t ^ 
him at the time of his retirement or discharge, and every gratuity gratuity beco- 
payable under this Ordinance shall be calculated on this basis. ™®® payable. 

15. (i) The salary of every official, who is accepted as serving Salary of offi- 
to wards pension or gratuity under this Ordinance whether serving ^^**J on perma- 
in the Sudin or Egypt, shall be fixed in respect of service in the Egypt. 
Sudan. 

Whenever however such official is stationed in Egypt for 
permanent duty, his salai-y will be reduced to a rate to be fixed 
by the Council constituted by this Ordinance. 

(ii) In computing the amount of the pension or gratuity payable 
to any official the calculation will be based on his Sudan rate of 
pay, and one fifth of the period passed in Egypt on permanent 
duty will be deducted from the total period of his service. 

16. Effective service only is taken into consideration in calcul- Only effective 
ating the period of service for pension or gratuity, leaving out service to be 
of account ; 

(a) periods of leave or absence or other interruption in the 
service during which periods no pay has been drawn ; 

(b) periods of sick leave during which full pay has not been 
drawn ; 



• Example. — An official receives a salary of £E. 25 monthly for one year; 
and a salary of £E. 30 for six months; there is then an interruption for six 
months of effective service on account of sick leave during which full pay is not 
drawn, or some other cause : he then serves at a salary of £E. 30 for two years: 
the average of his salary will be calculated as follows : — 

30 months at £E. 30 £E. 900 

6 months at £E. 25 £E. 160

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(c) periods during which an official, being suspended from 
the performance of his duty, has forfeited the whole or a por- 
tion of his pay. 

17. (i) The following periods of service also are not counted 
as service for pension or gratuity : — 

(rt) any period of service before the official has attained the 
age of eighteen ; 

{h) one fifth of the period of service passed on permanent 
duty in Egypt ; 

(c) any period of service during which the salary of an official 
has not been subjected to the deduction towards pension. 

(ii) Officials, who are engaged provisionally with a view to their 
entering the permanent service of the Government, may be 
allowed, on their being taken into the permanent service in an 
established capacity, to pay the arrears of deduction for the period 
during which they were serving in a provisional capacity ; pro- 
vided that the period for which such arrears may be paid must 
not exceed two years, and there must have been during it no 
break in the engagement; and the period for which such arrears 
have been so paid shall be reckoned towards pension and grat- 
uity. 

(iii) Except in the case mentioned in the last subsection and 
in such other cases as it is expressly permitted by this Ordinance, 
no payment of arrears may be made to enable a period, during 
which the salary of an official has not been subjected to 
deduction towards pension, to be reckoned towards pension or 
gratuity. 

18. (i) An addition equal to one third of the period of service 
during which an official is stationed south of the 12th parallel of 
latitude will be made to his service in calculating the amount of 
his pension or gratuity. Provided that the privilege granted by 
this section may at any time be withdrawn as regards future 
periods of service by a notice published in the Sudan Gazette. 

(ii) Any question arising under this section as to whether an 
official is stationed south of the said parallel, or as to any other 
matter, shall be referred to the Council conetituted under this 
Ordinance. 
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19. In the case of appointments to any special office, for the due ProfesFioral 
and efficient discharge of the duties of which professional or other ^^^ similar 
peculiar qualifications not ordinarily acquired in the public service 

are required, the Governor General may by notice issued in the 
Sudan Grazette direct that any person so appointed may have a 
right to pension or gratuity under this Ordiuance, notwithstanding 
that he is above the age of thirty five years upon appointment, and 
that in computing the pension or gratuity payable to any person 
so appointed or to his widow and children a number of years to 
be specified in such notice, not exceeding a maximum of ten 
years, shall be added to the number of yeai-s during which he 
may actually have served, provided that such actual service shall 
amount to not less than ten years or such longer period as may 
be named in such notice. 

The aforesaid direction must be given previously to the per- 
son so appointed being accepted as serving towards pension or 
gratuity under this Ordinance, and the number of years to be so 
added shall be fixed in each case by the Council constituted under 
this Ordinance, subject to confirmation by the Governor General. 

20. In reckoning the length of an official's service for the Fractions of a 
purpose of fixing his pension or gratuity fractions of a month ^^^ted for 
sball not be taken into account.

Chapter VI. 
Clasnjication of pensions and gratuities, 

23. Pensions and gratuities are of five kinds, namely : — Classification of 

, . . pensions and 

(i) pensions and gratuities upon retirenoent; gratuities. 

(ii) pensions and gratuities on account of ill health ; 

(iii) pensions and gratuities granted to officials on the abolitiou 

of their posts or whose services are dispensed with ; 
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(iv) pensions and gratuities granted to the families of deceased 
officials ; 

(v) special pensions and gratuities granted to officials, and to 
the faniilies of officials, disabled or killed by accidents arising out 
of and in the course of their employment. 

Chapter VIL 
Pensions and gratuities upon retirement. 

Retirement on 24. (i) An official serving in Class A may be retired at any tiuie 
^ ' after he has attained the age of af) years, and, subject as here- 
inafter mentioned, must be retired on his attaining the age of (35 
years. 

(ii) An official serving in Class B may be retired at any time 
^ after he has attained the age of 50 years and, subject as herein- 
after mentioned, must be retired on his attaining the age of 60 
yeara. 

(iii) Nevertheless, if any official, upon attaining the age of 65 
or 60 as the case may be, is in the opinion of the Governor 
General engaged on service of an exceptional nature which it is 
considered should in the interest of the public service be com- 
pleted by him before retirement, the Governor General may ex- 
tend the age for his compulsory retirement for a period not ex- 
ceeding five years. 

Pension upon 25. (i) Officials in Class A shall have the right to a pension 

re iremen . upon retirement at any time after the age of 55 years if they have 
completed twenty five years of service. 

The pension of every such official will be calculated at the rate 
of one sixtieth of his salary for each year of service, but shall in 
no case exceed the maximum prescribed in section 22. 

(ii) Officials in Class B shall have the right to a pension upon 
retirement at any time after the age of 45 years, if they have 
completed twenty years servnce. 

Officials in Class B in the service of the Government at the 
date of the promulgation of this Ordinanee who shall not have 
completed twenty j ears' eervice at the age of 50 yeai-s, shall 
nevertheless have a right to a pension at any time after that age 
so soon as they have completed fifteen years' service. 
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The pousioii of every siicli official will be calculated at the rate 
of one forty eighth of his salary for eacli year of service, but 
shall in no case exceed the maximum prescribed in section 22. 

26. (i) Every official in Class B, who resigns his appointment Gratuities 
after completing seven years' service but before he is entitled to "^g^Lation**^ 
a pension, shall, upon production of such certificate as hereinafter 
mentioned, have the right to a gratuity of one month's pay for 
each years' service, but the total shall in no case exceed one 
years' pay. 

(ii) No official shall obtain a right to gratuity under this section 
except upon production of a certificate signed by the heud 
official of the department in which he is serving and approved by 
the Governor that he has served with diligence and fidelity to 
the satisfaction of such head official, or if the official so resigning 
is the head official then upon production of a like certificate 
signed by the Governor General 

Chapter VIII. 
Pensions and Gratuities on account of ill health. 



27. Every official, who through illness or disease contracted Retirement on 

during his service is found under the conditicms hereinafter set f^^PJJ"* °^ ^^ 

. . . health, 

out medically unfit to continue in the Government service, 

must be retired, and shall be considered as discharged from the 

date of the medical certificate which finds him medically unfit 

to continue in the service, and the period of his service shall 

be calculated to the said date, provided nevertheless that if 

any ordinary leave is due to him he may be granted the same 

commencing from the date of the said medical certificate, and 

in that event his discharge shall date from the expiration of such 

leave. 

28. Every official retired under section 27 shall have a right to Pensions and 

a gratuity or pension calculated as follows : — gratuities on 

account of ill 
(i) An official in Class A if he has ten years' service or less shall health. 

receive a gratuity ecjuivalent to one month's salary for each year 

of service. 

If he has more than ten years' service and less than fifteen 

years' he shall receive a gratuity calculated at the rate of one 
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month's salary for each of the first ten years and at the rate of 
three month's salary for each year above ten. 

If he has fifteen years' service or more he shall receive a pension 
equivalent to a quarter of his salary with an addition of one six- 
tieth of the said salary for every year above 6f teen, but the total 
pension shall in no case exceed the maximum prescribed in 
section 22. 

(ii) An ofiicial in Class B if he has seven years* service or lesp, 
shall receive a gratuity equivalent to one and a half months' salary 
for each year of service. 

If he has more than seven years' service and less than twelve 
years, he shall receive a gratuity calculated at the rate of one and 
a half months' salary for each of the first seven years and at the 
rate of three months' salary for each year above seven. 

If he has twelve years' service or more, he shall receive a pen- 
sion equivalent to a quarter of his salary, with an addition of one 
forty-eighth of the said salary for every year above twelve, but 
the total pension shall in no case exceed the maximum prescribed 
in section 22. 

29. (i) Every official, who claims a gratuity or pension on the 
grounds that he is medically unfit for fm*ther service, or whom 
the Government calls upon to retire for the same reason, must 
submit himself to examination by two medical practitiouera no- 
minated by the Government. 

(ii^ Should one of the medical practitionera be of opinion that 
the state of health of the oflScial is not such as to render him unfit 
for service, the official can, upon production of a certificate from 
a recognized medical practitioner expressing a contrary opinion, 
demand that his case shall be examined by a Board of referees, 
composed of one medical practitioner nominated by the Govern- 
ment, one by the ofiicial and a third nominated by the two first, 
the decision of which board will be final. 

(iii) An official, who is not in the Sudan or Egypt at the time 
he claims to retire on account of ill health, must forward in 
support of his claim a certificate signed by two medical practi- 
tioners employed as such in the public service of the country in 
which he may be, and at the same time a certificate from a com- 
petent authority stating that the medical practitioners are so 
employed. The Government shall however in such cases have 
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the right to require the official to submit to examination by two 
medical practitioners nominated by the Government, and in the 
event of the Government exercising such right, and the two 
medical practitioners disagreeing, the official shall have the same 
right of having his case examined by a board of referees and 
upon the same conditions as under subsection (ii). 

Chapter IX. 

Pensions and gratuities granted to officials on the abolition of their 
appointments or lohose services are dis})ensed with. 

30. An official may be retired at any time during his service in Retirement on 
either ofthe following events:- Siontf 

(a) if the appointment held by him is abolished, or appointment or

ed in the last section shall have a right to a pension or a gratuity. 
Such pension or gratuity shall be calculated on the same scale 
and in the same manner as pensions and gratuities granted on 
account of ill health under chapter VIII. 

Chapter X. 
Pensions and gratuities granted to the families of deceased officials. 

32. (i) The widow or widows of a deceased official, who at the Pensions pay- 
time of his decease was in receipt of a pension, provided that the ^^^f to widows 

^ ^ / and children, 

marriage was contracted three years at least before the date upon 

which the official retired or was discharged upon pension, and his 

children being issue of a marriage or of marriages contracted as 

aforesaid are together entitled to a pension equal to one half of 

the pension, of which such official was in receipt at the time of 

his decease. 

(ii) The widow or widows of a deceased official, who at the 

time of his decease was serving towards pension, provided that 
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the marriage was contracted one year at least before his decease, 
and his children being issue of a marriage or of marriages con- 
tracted as aforesaid are together entitled to a pension equal to 
one half of such pension, if any, as he would have been entitled 
to if on the day of liis decease he had been permitted to retire on 
a pension in accordance with the provisions of chapter VII, or 
had been discharged on a pension in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter IX. 

(iii) The total pension granted under either of the preceding 
subsections shall in no case exceed £E. 200. 

(iv) In the event of only one individual being entitled to the 
pension the proportion payable to him or her will be a quarter 
and not a half.

An ordinance as to the disposal of lost or unclaimed pro- 
perty in the possesssioii of the Police, the Sudan Govern- 
ment Railways, and the Department of Steamers and Boats. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : — 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as "The Lost and Unclaimed Short title. 
Property Ordinance 1905." 
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2. A register shall be kept at eveiy Mamur's Office of all lost or 
unclaimed property which has been found by or handed to the 
Police or other official, and a list of all such property shall be post- 
ed in a conspicuous place outside the Mamur's Office. 

3. If such propei-ty is not claimed within twenty-one days' time 
in the case of an animal, or within one year in the case of other 
property, it may be sold by public auction and the proceeds credit- 
ed to the Government. Perishable property may be sold at the 
discretion of the Governor of the Province or an inspector within 
a shorter period. 

4. Any person who finds and hands any lost property, other 
than a live animal, to the police shall be entitled by way of 
remuneration to a tenth of its value or of the proceeds of its sale. 
If the owner thereof reclaims such property he shall pay this remunera-- 
tion in accordance with the valuation of the property to be made by a 
Magistrate as well as any expenses incurred in respect of the same.

7. Any lost or unclaimed property, and also any property in the 
possession of the said Railways or said Department of which the 
owner or consignee cannot be found, or of which in the case of 
animals or perishable property the owner or consignee fails to 
take delivery within seven days of receiving notice of the arrival 
of the same, may be sold and the proceeds credited to the said 
Railways or said Department after the following period: — 

(a) In the case of perishable goods, after such period as the 
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authorities of the said Railways or said Department (having 
regard to the condition of the said goods) may determine. 

(b) In the case of animals, after a period of ten days from the 
receipt of the said notice, and 

(c) In the case of other property, after a period of six months 
from its coming into possession of the said Railways or said 
Depaiiiment or from its being ready for delivery to the con- 
signee as the case may be. 

Provided that the owners of animals or of perishable property 
sold shall be entitled to receive the proceeds of sale, less the ex-

4. No person shall act as an auctioneer, simsar or market broker 
or trade as a pedlar except by virtue of a licence to be issued 
after inquiry as to the character of the applicant by the Gover- 
nor or other officer authorized by him. 

6. Every such licence shall expire on the Slst day of December 
in each year, but no penalty shall be incurred if the licence is 
renewed on or before the following 14th day of January.

8. (i) A Governor may issue regulations for auctioneers, sim- 
sars, market brokers and pedlars, which shall be approved by the 
Governor General and endorsed on licences. 

(ii) Breach of such regulations may be punished by revocation 
of licence and the infliction of such fines not exceeding P.T. 100 
as may be S2)ecified in such regulations.

Such appeal shaU be heard by the Civil 
Judge, if located in the Province, or, if a civil jiulge is not located 
in the Province, the appeal shall be heard by the Governor 
or a mag^trate of the first class nominated by him for the 
purpose.

An Ordinance for Preventing Cruelty to Animals.

1. This Ordinance may be cited as "The Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals Ordinance IDOo." 

2. This Ordinance shall apply to those parts of the Sudan only 
in which the Sudan Penal Code is for the time being in force. 

3. In this Ordinance tlie word "Animal" means any domestic 
animal or any wild animal in captivity and includes birds.

(2) Employs any animal which by reason of sickness wounds 
or infirmity is not in a fit condition to work, 

(3) Neglects any animal in such a manner as to cause it unne- 
cessary suffering. 

(4) Wantonly and without sufiicient cause illtreats any animal, 
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(5) Engages in promotes or organizes cock fighting or other 
corabats between animals.

An Ordinance for the settlement of rights over waste forest 
and unoccupied lands and to provide for the expropri- 
ation of such rights. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to make special provision for the 
settlement of claims to waste forest and unoccupied lands. 
IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : — 

1. This Ordinance, may be called ''The Land Setth-ment Ordi- Short title, 
nance li'05." 
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The Land Settlement Ordinance 1905. 
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2. In this Ordinance the word "land" includes benefits to arise 
out of land and things attached to the earth or permanently 
fastened to anything attached to the earth. 

The words " unoccupied land " iuclude uncultivated land and 
all land which shall not have been in the uninterrupted occu- 
pation of some person or persons for a period exceeding five years 
next before a notice given by the Governor General with refe- 
rence to such lands under the next section and also all lands 
which owing to their height above the river the infrequency of 
rains and other circumstances have been cultivated at irregular 
intervals only. 

3. (i) AVhenever it shall appear expedient to the Governor 
General to effect a settlement of claims in or over any lands which 
are or are alleged to be waste forest or unoccupied h ) shall pu- 
blish a notice in the Sudan Gazette 

(a) specifying as nearly as possible the situation and limits of 

such land, 
(h) declaring it is proposed to effect a settlemient of such land, 
(c) appointing an Officer (hereinafter called the Settlement 
Officer) to enquire into and determine the existence nature 
and e,vtent of any rights claimed by or alleged to exist in 
favour of any personin or overany land comprised within 
such limits and to deal with the same as provided in this 
Ordinance. 

(ii) The Governor General may at any time by a notice in the 
Sudan Gazette annul the appointment of any Settlement OflScer 
or appoint another OflScer in his place.

(ii) And after hearing the claimants or their duly author-zed 
agents if they present themselves the Settlement Officer shall 
adjudicate upon every claim.

(ii) If the Settlement Officer is satisfied, as regards any land, amounting to 
that it is entirely free from any private rights or that the rights ownership, 
existing in or over it do not amount to full ownership he shall make 
an order that the ownership of the land is iu the Government. 

(iii) If the Settlement Officer is satisfied, that any person is 
entitled to any rights of the kind mentioned hereinafter in or 
over any land owned by the Government or any other person, or

(a) a right to cultivate by the natural flood of the river or by rain, 
(/>) a right of pasture, 
(c) a right to forest produce, 

(</) any other beneficial rights or practice, the Settlement Offi- 
cer shall make an order admitting the rights and defining the same. 

(iv) The Settlement Officer may but it shall not be necessary 
for him to record 
(a) a right of way, 
(i) a right to a watercourse or to the use of water. 

(v) Where a claim to any right is admitted the Settlement 
Officer shall record the local h'mits within which such right may 
be exercised the extent to which the benefit thereof may be leased 
sold or bartered and such other particulars as may be necessary 
to define the natm-e incidents and extent of the right. 
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7. In adjudicating upon claims to land the following rules shall 
be followed : — 

(i) The rules laid down for land commissions by the Title of 
Lands Ordinances shall be followed by the Settlement Officer, so 
far as they are not inconsistent with this Ordinance ; provided 
that a claimant shall not be barred under section 10 of the Title 
of Land Ordinance 1899 on account of his not having presented a 
claim under that Ordinance, if he has during the five years pre- 
ceding the presentation of his claim to the Settlement OflScer exer- 
cised as of right any beneficial right in or over the land in 
question. 

(ii) All waste forest and unoccupied land shall be deemed to 
be the property of the Government until the contrary be proved. 

(iii) In the case of land which under the customary methods in 
use with regard to the same is cultivable at irregular intervals, 
the fact that a person has cultivated the same for whatever period 
shall not by itself give him the absolute ownership of the land. 

(iv) The exercise by any peison of rights in or over one or 
more portions or parcels of land shall not be taken as a presump- 
tion in his favour as against the Government of ownership of any 
rights in or over any greater extent of land than that in or over 
which such rights were exercised. 

8. All rights admitted by the Settlement Officer and recorded 
in his order shall be presumed to be in gross and inheritable unless 
it is otherwise stated in the order. 



9. No right in or over any land which might have been made 
the subject of a claim under this Ordinance other than a right of 
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Ordinance. ^^'^J or to a watercourse or the use of water shall be enforceable 

otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 
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10. In an enquiry under this Ordinance the Settlement Officer 
shall have the same powers as to summoning witnesses, and com- 
pelling their attendance, and administering oaths, and as to all 
matters of procedure as a Court under the Civil Justice Ordinance, 
and the procedure directed to be observed by Civil Courts shall 
be followed so far as applicable. 

11. Wlienever a sclirme or a provisional scheme has been ap- 
proved for the artificial irrigation of any land which has been or 
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may be declared to be Government land under this Ordinance or 
such land is needed for building or for a public purpose the 
Governor General may compulsorily expropriate all private rights, 
if any, existing in or over such land. 

12. Whenever the Governor General has determined to make Notice to be 
use of the powers conferred by the last section in respect of any fj-opo^ed 
particular land, a notice signed by him, containing a declaration expropriation, 
to that efifect, shall be published in the Sudan Gazette. Such 

notice may be added to the notice published under section 3 or 
may be a separate notice. 

It shall be conclusive evidence that the land is needed for a pur- 
pose authorized by this Ordinance. 

13. The Settlement Officer shall thereupon proceed to expro- Settlement

(ii) The claimant shall be deemed to be a person interested and 
appearing before him in pursuance of a notice given under section 
7 of that Act, and the provisions of the preceding sections shall 
be deemed to have been complied with. 

(iii) In the event of the Settlement Officer failing to come to a 
friendly agreemeut with the persons interested under section 9 the 
matter shall be settled by him as sole arbitrator and for that pur- 
pose he shall have the powers of and be subject to the like pro- 
visions as a Commission of Arbitration appointed under Section 12 
of the Land Acquisition Ordinance 1903. 

(iv) The Settlement Officer may award compensation in land 
or partly in land and partly in money. 

(v) If the compensation consists of land and the Government 
shall not be ready to give delivery of the same to the persons 
interested simultaneously with the taking over by the Government 
of rights expropriated from them the Settlement Officer shall 
award compensation by way of rent from the date when the Go- 
vernment enters into possession of such rights to the date when 
the Government delivers the land or notifies its willingness to 
do so. 
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(vi) In determining the amount of compensation for rights 
which have no market value or of which the market value does 
not represent the full value to the person interested the arbitrator 
shall take into consideration in addition to the other matters 
1903 No. 1. mentioned in section 17 of the Land Acquisition Ordinance 1903 the 
profit derivable by the persons interested from the exercise of such 
rights. If the arbitrator shall award compensation in land the land 
shall be of such area and so selected that it shall be as profitable 
to the person interested as the rights expropriated from him. 

(vii) If upon the expropriation of rights over "karu '* or "bugr * 
lands artificially imgated land is awarded by way of compen- 
sation the land so awarded shall not be less in area than one tenth 
of the " karu " or " bugr " lands over which such expropriated 
rights extend. 

Provided that upon the recommendation of the Settlement 
Officer the Governor General may dispense with this rule in par- 
ticular cases where such compensation would be in the opinion of 
the Settlement Officer undoubtedly excessive. 

Appeals. 15. (i.) An appeal shall lie from any order made by a Settlement 

Officer under section 6 or 14 of this Ordinance to such civil judge 
or magistrate of the first class as the Governor General may ap- 
point to hear appeals from such orders. 

(ii) Every appeal under the last foregoing section must be 
presented within six months of the order. It shall be made by 
petition in writing and may be delivered to the Settlement Officer 
who shall forward it without delay to the Officer competent to 
hear the same. 

(iii) Every such appeal shall be heard in the manner prescribed 
for the hearing of appeals by the Court of the Mudir under the 
Civil Justice Ordinance and the same fees shall be payable in res- 
pect thereof as on an appeal to the Court of the Mudir under that 
Ordinance and the order passed on such appeal shall be final.

THE VAGABONDS ORDINANDI 1905. 

Promulgated in Sudan Gazette No. 80 of 24 August 1905. 

An Ordinance for more effectually dealing with idle persons 
and vagabonds. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as followS : — 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as "The Vagabonds Ordinance Short title* 
1905." 

2. In this Ordinance Definitions of

(]) the term "idle person shall include : — 

(a) Any person who being able wholly or in part to maintain 
himself or his family wilfully neglects or refuses to do so, 

(b) Any person who wanders abroad or places himself in any 
street orimblic place to beg or gather alms or causes or en- 
courages children to do so unless from age or infirmity he is 
unable to earn his living and 

(f) Any person who has no settled home and Las no ostensible 
means of subsistence and cannot give a satisfactory account 
of himself. 
Ki'planation. — In order to convict a person under sub- clause (c) 
all the things therein mentioned must be proved. A Nomad Arab 
cannot bo convicted because he has no settled home if be has 
either api)arent means of subsistence or gives a satisfactory ac- 
count of himself. 
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(ii) The term "vagabond" shall include : — 

(a) Any person who after being convicted as an idle person 
commits any of the offences which would render him liable to 
be convicted as such again, 

(i) Any person who is found in possession of house-breaking 
implements with intent to commit any of the offences 
defined in Sections 353 to 357 inclusive of the Sudan Penal 
Code, 

(c) Any suspected person or reputed thief who by night fre- 
quents or loiters about any shop warehouse dwelling house 
dock or wharf with intent to commit any offence under Chapter 
XIX or XX of the Sudan Penal Code. 

{d) Any male person who knowingly lives wholly or in part on 
the earnings of a prostitute or in any public place solicits or 
importunes for immoral purposes and 

(e) Any male person who dresses or is attired in the fashion of a 
woman in a public place or who practices sodomy as a means 
of livelihood or as a profession. 

Ciii) An 'incorrigible vagabond" shall mean any person who 
after being convicted as a vagabond commits any of the of- 
ences which would render him liable to be convicted as such 
again. 

8. Whoever is convicted as being an idle person shall be punish- 
ed with imprisonment for a teim Avhich may extend to one month 
or with fine or with both.

An Ordinance for making provision for the better preserva- 
tion of antiquities in the Sudan. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : — 

1. This. Ordinance may be cited as "The Antiquities Ordinance 
1905." 

2. (i) In this Ordinance 

"Antiquities*' mean all buildings monuments remains or objects 
of whatever age or people which are illustrative of art science 
industry history religion literature or custom and were built 
produced or made in the Sudan or brought thereinto before the 
year 1783 of the Gregorian Calendar, 

"Immovable Antiquities" mean antitjuities attached to the soil 
or only removed with difficulty therefrom and 

"Movable Antiquities" mean all antiquities other than im- 
movable antiquities. 

"Conservator of Antiquities" shall include any person appointed 
to officiate for or to act as the deputy of the Conservator of 
Antiquities and also until a Conservator of Antiquities is ap- 
pointed and during any vacancy in the appointment any person 
appointed by the Governor General to perform the duties of the 
Conservator of Antiquities under this Ordinance. 

(ii) The Governor General shall have power by notice publish- 
ed in the Sudan Gazette to constitute any building or other thing 
attached to the soil or only removable therefrom with difficulty 
which was built or made in or after the year 1783 an immovable 
anti(^uity within the meaning of this Ordinance. 

3. Every antiquity whether movable or immovable that now is 
or hereafter is found on or under the surface of the soil shall be 
the property of the Government and no such antiquity and no 
movable anticpiity now in the hands of private persons shall be 
alienable without the consent of the Conservator of Antiquities 
and no person shall acquire by purchase or otherwise a good title 
to any such antiquity without such consent.

An ordinance for facilitating the demarcation of boundaries 
and the making of surveys. 



Short title. 
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IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as follows : — 

1. Tliifi Ordinance may be called "Tlie Demarcation and 
Survey Ordinance 1905." 

2. It shall be lawful for the Governor General and the Director 
General of Surveys and the Governor of a Province as regards 
land within his province and any other officer thereto empowered 
by Ordinance severally by an instrument in writing signed by 
him to authorize any officer of the Government to demarcate or 
survey any lands described in such instrument.

THE officials' SALAKIES ORDINANCE 1905. 

Proviuhjnted in Siulan Gazette No, 82 of 1 Ot-foUr 1905, 

An Ordinance for regulating tlie taking in execution of 
the salaries and pay of Government Officials. 

IT IS HEREBY ENACTED as foUows : — 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as " The Officials' Salaries 
Ordinance 1905." 

2. Subject as hereinafter provided the pay salary allowances 
and other sums due to any Government official or employee in his 
capacity as suc.'h from the Government or any Department thereof 
cannot be assigned or charged by such official or employee and 
shall not be attached by any court or otherwise taken in execu- 
tion whether at the time of such assignment charge attachment or 
execution any sums are then due and oAving to sucli official or 
employee or not. 

3. Notwithstanding section 2 hereof the pay Siilary allowances 
or other sums as aforesaid due to any Government official or 
employee may be set off against any debts incun-ed by such official 
or employee to the Government and a deduction of not more than 
one quarter of the total pay or salary may be made to pay main- 
tenance alimony or other family allowances ordered to be paid by 
a com't of competent authority. 

4. Notwithstanding section 2 hereof in the event of ajiy Go- 
vernment official or employee being declared bankrupt the court 
or the person administering the bankrupt's estate shall receive for 
distribution among the creditors so much of the bankrupt's pay or 
salary as the court with the consent of the chief officer of the 
department under which the pay or salary is enjoyed may oi'fler. 
Before making any such order the court shall communicate with 
the chief officer of the department as to the amount time and 
manner of the payment to itself or to such person as aforesaid and 
shall obtain the written consent of the chief officer of the depart- 
ment to the terms of such payment.

1. This Ordinance may be cited as "The Customs Ordinance 1905" short title and 
and comes into force at once. commencemeut.

Agreement between Hek Bkitannic Majesty's Govern- 
ment and the Gqvj^rnment of If is Hkjuness the Khedive 
of Egypt relative to the future Admiuistratioii of the 
Sujian. 

Published in Smlan Gtizelte No l.ofl March 1800, 

Whereas certam provinces in the Sudan which were in 
rebelh'on against the authority of Ilis Highness the Khedive hi^ve 
DOW been reconquered by the joint military and financial efforts 
ot Her Britannic Majesty's Government and the Government of 
His Highness the Khedive ; 

And whereas it has become necessary to decide upon a system 
for the administration of and for the making of laws for the said 
reconquered provinces, under which due allowance may be made 
fpr the backward and unsettled condition of large portions thereof, 
and for the varying requirements ot different localities ; 

And whereas it is desired to give effect to the claims which 
have accrued to Her Britannic Majesty's Goverimieut by right of 
conquest, to tihare jn the present settlement and future working 
and development of the said system of administration and legisla- 
tion; 

AxD whereas it is conceived that for many purposes Wadi 
Haifa and Suakin may be most effectively administered in conjunc- 
tion with the reconquered provinces to which Jthey are respect- 
ively adjacent ; 

Now it is hereby agreed and declared by and between the 
imdersigLied, duly authorized for that purpose, as follows: — 



Art. I. 

The word "J^udan" in this agreement menus all the territories 
South of the 22nd parallel of latitude, which : 

(1). Have never been evacuated by Egyptian troops since the 
year 1882 : or 

(2). Which having before the late rebellion in the Sudan been 
administered by the Government of His Highness the Khedive 
were temporarily lost to. Egypt £^nd h^ve been reconquered by 
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Her Majesty's Governmeiit and the Egyptian Govei-iiment, dctirfg 
in concert: or 

(8). Which may hereafter be reconquered by the two Govern- 
ments acting in concert. 

Art. II. 

The British and Egyptian flags shall be used together both on 
land and water, throughout the Sudan, except in the town of 
Suakin, in which locahty the Egyptian flag alone shall be used. 

Art. III. 

The supreme military and civil conniiand in the Sudan shall 
be vested in one oflicer, termed the "Governor-General of the 
Sudan". He shall be appointed by Khedivial Decree on the 
recommendation of Her I5ritannic Majesty's Government, and shall 
be removed only by Khedivial Decree, with the consent of Her 
Britannic Majesty's Government. 

Art. IV. 

Laws, ae also Orders and Regulations with the full force of law, 
for the good government of the Sudan, and for regulating the 
holding disjiosal and devolution of property of every kind therein 
situate may from time to time be made altered or abrogated by 
Proclamation of the Governor General. Such Laws Orders and 
Regulations may apply to the whole or any named part of the 
Sudan, and may, either explicitly or by necessary impHcation, 
iilter or abrogate any existing Law or Regulation. 

All such Proclamations shall be forthwith notified to Her Britan- 
nic Majesty's Agent and Consul General in Cairo, and to the Pre- 
sident of the Council of Ministers of His Highness the Khedive. 



Art. V. 

No Egyptian Law Decree Ministerial Arrete, or other enact- 
ment hereafter to be made or promulgated shall apply to the Su- 
dan or any part thereof, save in so far as the same shall be applied 
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by Proclamation of the Governor General in manner hereinafter 
provided. 

Art. VI. 

In the definition by Proclamation of the conditions under which 
Europeans, of wliatover nationality, shall be at liberty to trade 
with or reside in tlie Sudan, or to liold property within its limits, 
no special privileges shall be accorded to the subjects of any one 
or more Power. 

Art. VII. 

Import duties on entering the Sudan shall not be payable on 
.goods coming from Egyptian territory. Such duties may 
however be levied on goods coming from elsewhere than 
Egyptian territory, but in the case of goods entering the Sudan 
at Suakin or any other port on the Red Sea Littoral, they shall 
not exceed the corresponding duties for the *time being leviable 
on goods entering Egypt ^rcmi abroad. Duties may be levied on 
goods leaving the Sudan, at such rates as may from time to tin;e 
be prescribed by Proclamation. 

Art. VIII. 

The Jurisdiction of the Mixed Tribunals shall not extend, nor 
be recognized for any j)urpose whatsoever, in any part of the 
Sudan, except in the town of Suakin. 

Art. IX. 

Until, and save so far as it shall be otherwise determined by 
proclamation, the Sudan, with the exception of the town of 
Suakin, shall be and remain under martial law. 

Art. X. 

No Consuls, Vice-Consnls, or Consular Agents shall l)e accredited 
ill resp(M't of nor allowed to reside in the Su(hin, without the 
previ(Mis consent of Her Britannic Majesty's (iovernment. 
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Art. XI. 

The importation of slaves into the Sudan, as also their 
exportation, is absolutely prohibited. Provision shall be made 
by Proclamation for the enforcement of this Regulation. 

Art. XII. 

It is agreed between the two Governments that special 
attention shall be paid to the enforcement of the Brussels Act of 
the 2nd July, 1890, in respect of the import, sale, and manufacture 
of fire-arms and their munitions, and distilled or spirituous 
liquors.

Whereas under our Agreement made the 19th day of January 
1899, relative to the future administration of the Suclan, it is 
provided by Article VII [, that the jmisdiction of the Mixed 
Tribunals shall not extend nor be recognized for any purpose 
whatsoever in any part of the Sudan except in the town of 
Suakin : 

And Whereas no Mixed Tribunal has ever been establinhed at 
Suakin and it has been found to be inexpedient to establish 
any such tribunal in that locality by reason notably of the 
expense which the adoption of this measure would occasion : 

And Whereas grievous injustice is caused to the inhabitants 
of Suakin by the absence of any local jurisdiction for the settle- 
ment of their disputes and it is expedient that the town of Suakin 
should be placed upon the same footing as the rest of tlie Sudan : 

And Whereas we have decided to modify ouV said Agree- 
ment accordingly in manner hereinafter appearing : — 

Now, it is hereby agreed and declared by and between the 
Undersigned duly authorized for that purpose, as follows: — 

Article T. 

Those provisions of our agreement of the 10th diy of January 
1899 by which the town of Suakin was excepted from the general 
regime established by the said Agreement for the future adminis- 
tration of the Sudan, are hc^reb}' abrogated.

Arraxgement made between the EGYPTIAN and the Sudan Govern- 
ment as to Reciprocal Service of Process and Surrender of or 
Execution of Sentences against Fugitive Offenders. 

Pahlished in Sudan Gazette No. 37 of July 1902. 
I. Service of Process. 

1. Each Government undertakes, in principle, the service and 
notification of summonses and other legal documents forwarded 
by the other Government. 

2. Every document forwarded for service shall, so far as prac- 
ticable, be sent in duplicate, and shall be accompanied by such 
information as may be in the possession of the forwarding Govern- 
ment as to the whereabouts of the person on whom the document 
is to be served. 

S. Documeuts forwarded for service in the Sudan shall be sent 
through the Ministry of Justice to the Sudan Agent, Cairo, who 
will arrange for their service in manner prescribed by the Gover- 
nor General. 

4. Documents forwarded for service in Egypt shall be sent 
through the Sudan Agent to the Ministry of Justice, which will 
arrange for their service administratively. 

5. The Government charged with the service of any document 
shall, so soon as may be after service has been effected forward, 
to the other Government, through the channels above prescribed 
a cc^rtificate of service, duly authenticated, indicating the place, 
time and method of service. If the document has been sent in du- 
plicate, one copy shall be returned with the certificate. 

Whenever it is found impossible to effect service information to 
that effect shall be forwarded through the same channels. 

n. Surrender of Fugitive Offenders. 

6. Each Government undertakes, in principle the surrender, on 
the demand of the other Government, of 

(a) persons whom there is reason to believe to be guilty of any 
offence triable by the Courts? of the Government making the 
demand and punishable witli imprisonment for «ix months or 
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172 Arrangement as to Service of Proceas and Fugitive Offenders, 

more, or with any heavier penalty, and against whom a war- 
rant of arrest has been issued in respect of such offence : 
(i) persons who, being confined in the prisons of the Govern- 
ment making the demand, in execution of a legal sentence, 
have escaped and taken refuge in the other country. 

7. The Sudan Government will further surrender on the de- 
mand of the Egyptian Government, but subject to the conditions 
hereinafter contained, persons sentenced to imprisonment for six 
months or upwards or to any heavier penalty by judgments 
of the Egyptian Courts satisfying the conditions required by Ar- 
ticle 11 of the present arrangement. 

8. The demand of surrender whfen made by the Egyptian Go- 
vernment shall ordinarily be made l)y the Ministry of Justice, and 
forwarded to the Sudan Agent, Cairo, who will arrange for the 
execution of such demand in manner prescribed by the Governor 
General. 

9. Demands made by the Sudan Government shall be passed 
through the Sudan Agent, Cairo, to the Ministry of Justice, which 
will arrange for their execution in c<mcert with the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

10. Demands of suiTender shall not, in principle, be made in 
respect of persons who are in Egypt, entitled to the benefit of the 
capitulations. Nevertheless the Egyptian Government may either 
demand or accord the surrender of any such pei-son after first 
securing the assent of the consular authority interested. But the 
Sudan Government shall not be entitled to (rail on the Egyptian 
Government to apply for such assent. 

11. Demands of surrender in virtue of an Egyptian judgment 
shall be made only 

(a) when the judgment piupcu-ts to have been pronounced in 
the presence of the ac^cused or to be a judgment " per 
contumace" {i,e, to have been pronounced in the absence of 
the accused, on a charge of crime) or 

(6) where the judgment purports to be " by default " {i,e. to 
have been pronounced on a charge of misdemeanour, in the 
absence of the accused), when it is established that the 
accused appeared once at least before the Court or before the 
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euquiriug magistrate, or that while in Egypt he had notice 
of the proceedings against him either by personal service 
upon him of a summons to appear or otherwise, or that the 
judgment has been personally served upon him in time to 
allow him to make opposition thereto or to appeal 
against it. 

12. The demand of surrender shall in every case be accompa- 
nied by such information as is available as to the identity and 
whereabouts of the person whose surrender is demanded. 

13. It shall further be accompanied by the following evidence 
and documents: 

(a) When the demand is made in virtue of a wai-rant of arrest : — 
by the warrant of arrest or a certified copy thereof, and a 
certified copy of the police proces-verbal and the depositions 
already made before the enquiring magistrate, if the demand 
is made by the Egyptian Govermnent, or of the proceedings 
already t^ken before the committing magistrate if the demand 
is made by the Sudan Government : 

{b) When the demand is for the surrender of an escaped 
person : — by a certified copy of the authority under which 
the ofTender was confined, and by duly authenticated evidence 
of the escape of the offender. 

(c) When tlie demand is made in virtue of an Egyptian 
judgment: — by a certified copy of the judgment or of the 
warrant of execution based thereon, by a certificate from 
the Ministry of Justice that tlie judgment has become exe- 
cutory, and, in tlie case of a judgment by default, by duly 
authenticated evidence showing that the conditions required 
by Article 11 are satisfied. 

14. Each Government shall prescribe, by rules, the procedure 
to be followed in the case of demands of surrender addressed to 
it. Such rules shall provide for the arrest of the pei-son named 
in the demand and for his examination as to his identity and 
generally as to the case, and shall prescribe the authority by 
which it is to be decided whether a case for surrender has been 
made out in accordance with the terms of the present

15. It shall ill every case be open to the accused person to 
establish before the authority by whom the examination is con- 
ducted that he was not in the country of the Government by 
which his surrender is demanded at the date of the oftence with 
which he is charged, in cases where the demand is based on a 
warrant of arrest or a judgement delivered in his absence, or at 
the date of the judgment which is alleged to have been delivered 
in his presence, or at the date of his alleged Escape from prison, 
as the case may be. 

16. Whenever a demand is made for the surrender of a person 
with a view to his trial, and the Courts of the country to which 
the demand is addressed are competent to try the oflFence with 
which he is charged, such Government may order that he be put 
upon his trial before its own Courts instead of granting his 
surrender. 

17. When it is impossible at the date of making the demand 
to furnish at once the documents and evidence required by the 
present arrangement the person whose surrender is demanded 
may, in the discretion of the Government to which the demand is 
addressed, be provisionally arrested pending the arrival of the 
necessary documents and evidence, which shall be forwarded at 
the earliest possible moment. 

18. Mudirs in either country shall have p(nver to provisionally 
arrest persons found within their jurisdiction, upon receiving 
credible information that such persons are fugitives from the 
other country and that they have there escaped from prison, or 
that a warrant of arrest has been or is about to be issued there 
against them. In every case of arrest in virtue of the provisions 
of the present article the Mudir shall immediately report to his 
own Government. 

19. Whenever a Mudir has reason to believe that a person whose 
surrender may be demanded under the present arrangement is 
flying from his jurisdiction to the othei country, he may send in- 
formation thereof direct to the Mudir of the District in the other 
country to which such fugitive is believed to be proceediug, and 
the Mudir receiving such information may take action thereon 
conformably to the provisions of the last preceding article. 

Each JFudir shall in such cases report his action immediately to 
his own Government. 
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III. Execution of Egyptian Sentences in the Sudan, 

20. The Sudan Government will, at the request of the Egj'pt- 
ian Government, itself execute in the Sudan sentences of impri- 
sonment for less than six months passed by P^igyptian judgmentf^ 
in all cases in which if the sentence had exceeded six mouths the 
Egyptian Government would under the provisions of Part II ot 
this arrangement have been entitled to the surrender of the offen- 
der in virtue of the judgment. The procedure in such cases shall, 
as nearly as may be, be the same as that under Part II of this 
arrangement. 

IV. Miscellaneous. 

21. Each Government shall pay to the other, on demand, all 
expenses actually incurred in execution of a demand of surrender 
addressed to such other Government or iu serving documents sent 
for service to such other Government. The Egyptian Government 
will also pay to the Sudan Government on demand the costs of 
and incidental to the execution of sentences by the Sudan 
(government under the provisions of Article 20. 

2'2, AVhere documents are sent for service on behalf of private

additon to out of pocket expenses.
